REPORT. 


The School Committee respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report :— 

The whole number of scholars in town, between 
the ages of five and fifteen years, is 172; the whole 
average attendance in summer is 114; in winter it is 
135, thus showing that quite a number of our child- 
ren do not fully improve the advantages laid open to 
them. 

Now, to go more into particulars, we will take up 
each district by itself, and show its whole number of 
scholars, their average attendance and their standing. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 

The Summer Term was commenced by Miss M. B. 
Kidder, bnt her health failing, the school was finished 
by Miss H. A. Marsh, in a very satisfactory manner. 
Whole number of scholars, 34; average attendance, 
23; length of school, three months. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. F. C. Morse, 
a most energetic and systematic teacher, who, in the 
short space of one month and sixteen days, was able 
to show a degree of improvement not often surpassed 
in so short a time. "Whole number of ‘scholars, 20; 
average attendance, 15. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 

The Summer School was taught by Miss Whitney, 
a pleasant but not very energetic teacher, who kept 
pretty good order, but did not advance her pupils 
quite so fast as was desirable. Length of school, 
three months ; whole number of pupils, 24; average 
attendance, 19. 

The Winter School was kept by Miss A. Decator, 
who was a hard-working teacher, and was able to show 
a very good degree of improvement at the close of the 
term. Whole length of school, three months; whole 
number of scholars, 33; average attendance, 23. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Taught, summer and winter, by Miss M. J. Upton, 
who appears to your committee to be a most excellent 
and successful teacher. We have seen more strict 
order kept, but never have we visited a school where 
pupils of the same age answered the hundreds of ques- 
tions put to them so unhesitatingly, promptly and 
understandingly. In addition to the usual branches 
of study, several pieces of composition were read, sey- 
eral dialogues spoken, and several single pieces de- 
claimed, in a very spirited manner. Another feature 
still, which we would oftener like to see, was quite a 
number of visitors. Length of school in summer, two 
months and eleven days; whole number of pupils, 13; 
average attendance, 10. Whole number in winter, 
23; average attendance, 12; length of school in win- 
ter, four months. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Taught in summer by Miss H. A. Marsh, a very 

prompt and good teacher. ‘This school, under her 
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management, showed quite a satisfactory degree of 
improvement. Length of summer term, two months 
and eleven days; whole number of scholars, 24; ay- 
erage attendance, 21. 

Taught in winter by A. J. Spaulding, an experi- 
enced and successful teacher, though not a very rigid 
disciplinarian. But yet, by his kindness of manner, 
able to instil into the minds of his pupils a very good 
feeling, which enables them to go on very pleasantly 
together. Whole length of school, two months and 
six days; Whole number of scholars, 38 ; average at- 
tendance, 31. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The Summer School was taught by Miss Kate But- 
terfield, a teacher of several seasons experience, and 
one of the most successful, keeping almost perfect or- 
der, and was very systematic in her method of teach- 
ing. A visitor to her school will hear every letter, 
and every sylable of every word, distinctly pronounc- 
ed; will hear superior reading, good and perfect les. 
sons, recited in a manner to show that they are well 
understood. A visitor will also hear read a number 
of pieces of composition, beautifully written, and full 
of high moral sentiments ; will see a correct deport- 
ment, not often surpassed in any of our schools. He 
would also meet a number of visitors. Length of 
school, three months ; whole number of pupils, 26; 
average attendance, 16. 

The winter term of this school was kept at the 
Academy. Length, twelve weeks ; number of pupils, 
20; average attendance, 17. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. ' 


The Summer School was taught by Miss {M. A. 
Lawrence. ‘This was her first trial in school-keeping, 
and she succeeded remarkably well, gaining the es- 
teem of parents and pupils, and showing herself a 
good and efficient teacher. Her school exhibited at 
its close quite a satisfactory degree of improvement ; 
there were also a large number of visitors. Length 
of school two months and eleven days ; whole number 
of pupils, 18; average attendance, 13. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. L. C. Rich- 
ardson. ‘This was his first school, and we think that 
he promises to become a most efficient teacher. He 
certainly succeeded remarkably well in this first trial. 
His school exhibited, at its close, a very marked de- 
gree of improvement in the several studies pursued 
under his instructiou. Here, in addition to the usual 
studies, were read a number of pieces of composition, 
showing considerable talent, and a large number of 
pieces were declaimed in a very correct and forcible 
- manner, to witness which the house was crowded by 
the parents and friends of the scholars. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 20; average attendance, 17; length 
of school, two months and sixteen days. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Taught in summer by Miss Ellen Coburn. This 
was her first school, in which she succeeded to the 
Satisfaction of all. None of our schools did, or could 
show a better degree of good order and deportment 
than this at its close. Length of school, three months ; 
whole number of scholars, 16; average attendance, 12, 
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The Winter Term was begun by Mr. Jameson, a 
young man of no experience in teaching. After a 
trial of two weeks, he proving to be totally inefficient, 
the Prudential Committee was advised to grant him 
a leave of absence, which he did, and the school was 
finished by Martha B. Kidder with her usual good 
success, she having ever proved to be one of our ablest 
and best teachers. Length of closing term, two 
months and four days; whole number of scholars, 25 ; 
average attendance, 20. 


Having thus presented to your view the state and 
condition of the schools, each by itself, durmg both 
summer and winter terms, perhaps a few general re- 
marks may be acceptable. Your committee think 
that the Prudential Committees have been very for- 
tunate in their selection of teachers, for the past school 
year. ‘Though perhaps as a whole, the schools have 
been under more strict discipline some years than du- 
ring the past, yet we think that we can safely say 
their advancement has at no time been greater; and 
we attribute it much to this cause: there has been, 
in all the schools, a remarkably good feeling existing 
between the teachers and the taught, and very few 
unpleasant circumstances have taken place to mar the 
harmony so essential to the prosperity of our schools, 
To be able to keep a child pleased, and to keep him 
employed, is a very desirable quality in a school 
teacher. A child does not mind hard work, if he be 
pleased with it. Your committee have ever tried to 
impress upon the minds of your children the necessity 
of their constant and regular attendance at school. 
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But still, the registers show that there are many ab- 
sences,—that many are tardy, thus losing a portion 
of the advantages provided for them, and much of the 
interest which every child should feel in his school. 
Glancing over the reports for the last year, we find 
these absences to be the subject of very frequent re- 
mark, and its evils are set forth in strong language. 
The remedy for this crying evil is in the hands of the 
parents of these children. Visit your schools and see 
for yourselves the difference in scholarship between 
regular and irregular attendants. We frequently hear 
it remarked, that though we expend more money for 
schools now than formerly, yet the children do not 
learn so much in a given time. Perhaps this may be 
true, when spoken of some time back, when but few 
different studies were pursued in any of our district 
schools. But your children being true Yankees, and 
wishing to know a little of everything, and not having 
the conveniences for pursuing the higher studies 
which they desire, have carried them into our district 
schools, and thus the teachers are compelled to teach 
every branch from A BC to Algebra. ‘There are at 
least ten different studies pursued in some of our 
schools. Now, is not this asking too much of your 
teachers? Who of us would expect great success if 
we, like them, were obliged to turn our attention to 
ten different kinds of business in six hours, and to 
thirty different people, allowing, perhaps, two and a- 
half minutes to each person? In the present pro- 
gressive age, these studies are very desirable, if not 
absolutely necessary for many of us; and who shall 
say that they shall not be pursued in our district 
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schools, unless a more suitable place be provided ? 
Would it not be well to remove some of the burden 
from our common school teachers, by making our 
grammar school free to all who wish to pursue these 
higher branches of studies, where they would be under 
the care of a competent teacher ? | 

Our common schools form the basis of our repub- 
lican institutions, and may we be able to devise means 
to secure the utmost advantage from them, so that the 
rising generation may grow up around us good, wise, 
virtuous and intelligent citizens, feeling their privi- 
leges, knowing their rights, and having the manhood 
to sustain them.

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REPORT. 


In obedience to the law of the Commonwealth, and in compliance 
with custom, the School Committee respectfully submit the following 
report of the condition, standing, and progress, of the several schools 
in the town of Tyngsboro’, for the school year just closed. 


It is with pleasure that we congratulate you gentlemen, upon the 
success which has attended your schools, generally. The teachers 
have been faithful, the scholars studious, and a more than usual interest 
has been manifested, by all concerned in their welfare. 


We attribute this increased interest, to the introduction of new 
books, to the the unusually large number of people, parents of the 
pupils, friends of the teachers, and friends of education, who have 
visited our schools, thus upholding the hands, cheering and encourage- 
ing the hearts of the teachers to the faithful discharge of their very 
responsible duties. 

These visits have a decidedly good influence upon the pupils, help 
todo away with a timidity, which often embarasses them, in the 
presence of company, and gives them confidence in their ability to 
sustain a good examination, and a feeling that others take an interest 
in their advancement. We think it is of much importance that this 
self reliance should be felt, for the reason that some desert their teach- 
ers, and are absent on the day of examination, which, perhaps they 
oftener do, from want of confidence in themselves, than out of disre- 
spect to their teachers; for to do so is decidedly disrespectful, and 
improper. 

We have a few of this sort, may their number grow less. It is 
very evident to your Committee that the schools the most visited are 
the best. : 

DISTRICT NO. 1. 
PRUDENTIAL CoMMITTEE,—STEPHEN SPAULDING. 

The Summer term of this school was taught by Miss Lizzie A. 
Chamberlain, of Chelmsford. Length of school, 17 weeks; whole 
number, 26; average attendance, 15; number of visitors, 22. One 
little girl of seven years, did not lose a single day in the term, and 
two others but one day each. In good deportment, 20 are marked 
above mediocrity. ‘This teacher was a very strict displinarian, very 
methodical, and systematic in her management, and thorough in her 
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teaching ; and although there were only 10 pupils present at the close 
of the school, yet those passed an excellent examinatiun, being nearly 
perfect in all the studies pursued. 

The Winter term was taught by Isaac P. Woods, of Chelmsford.— 
Length of school, 8 weeks; whole-number of scholars, 25 ; average 
attendance, 21—a very good attendance indeed for this school. Two 
attended every day, 15 are marked above mediocrity in deportment, 
and the register shows but few tardy marks. These facts speak in 
favor of the efficiency of Mr. Woods as a teacher. 


He appeared to be much liked by his pupils, who did him, and 
themselves much credit at the closing examination: We seldom wit- 
nessa better, even after a much longer, school. Number of visitors, 14. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE,—WARD CoBuRn. 
The Summer term of this school was taught by Miss Mary J. Upton, ~ 
of Dunstable. Length of school, 11 weeks; whole number of schol- 
ars, 22; average attendance, 16; number of visitors, 20. Three of 
the pupils did not lose a day, 2 only one day, 12 are marked above 
mediocrity in deportment. . | 


Miss Upton is a teacher of considerable experience, whose soul is 
truly in her business. Her style of teaching differs somewhat from 
any other among us. It appears to be directed more to the cultivation 
of the memory than to the developement of the understanding. Her 
pupils appear remarkably well at their examination, answering 
questions in a very-spirited and prompt manner. The Committee are 
not prepared to say that this mode of teaching is not very well for 
small children, who learn much by imitation, by the eye and the ear, 
but for older scholars, think the method is not practical enough, for - 
what is so learned is soon forgotten. After the close of the school, the 
Committee were invited to one of the nearest neighbors, where, be- 
neath the spreading branches of a lofty elm, they found a long table 
-bountifully spread with the good things which gratify the taste and 
satisfy the inner man, of which all partook with pleasure. Though 
this pleasant occurence does not strictly belong to school matters, yet 
we could not forbear to mention it as tending to show the co-operation 
of parents, teachers, and children, and as a pleasant gathering which 
the old boys and girls seemed to enjoy almost as much as the young. 

The Winter term was taught by Martha B. Kidder, of Tyngsboro’. 
Length of school, 10 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 23; average 
attendance, 16 1-3; number of visitors, 7; no one pupil attended

every day, 12 are marked above mediocrity in deportment. This 
teacher has never failed of securing good order in her-schools, or of a 
satisfactory degree of success in her teaching, her pupils showing a 
more thorough, than showy training, 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


PRUDENTIAL CommittrEet,—T. U. Davis. 

This school was taught in Summer by Miss Mary. K. Fletcher, of 
Westford. Length of school, 9 weeks; whole number of scholars, 13; 
average attendance, 6 1-2; visitors, 11; 3 are marked above medi- 
ocrity in deportment. This was her first school; she did not quite 
finish the term, so there was no examination. At the second visit of 
_ the Committee, the schoo] appeared to be doing well. 


The Winter school was taught by Ann L. Snow, of Westford.— 
‘Length of school, 14 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 17; average 
attendance, 11 1-2; not one pupil attended every day at either term. 
The number of tardy and absent marks, as shown by the register, is 
absolutely frightful; the tardy marks alone in both terms amounting 
to 335. Now a teacher must find such a state of things embarassing. 
How can they impart knowledge to those who are not present? Pu- 
pils who are often late at school, often absent for a day or two, always 
fail to feel that interest in their studies, which is necessary to success. 
The parents in No. 3 should strive to bring about a more constant and 
regular attendance. But notwithstanding, the few who were present 
at the close of the Winter term, appeared very well, two of them par- 
ticularly so, one having learned well 314 pages of a work in Philoso- 
phy, besides attending to other studies, the other showing a remarkable 
profiency in all her studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


PRUDENTIAL CoMMITTEE,—JEPTHAH P. CUMMINGS. 

The Summer term of this school was taught by Miss Henrietta 
Fletcher, of Westford, Length of school, 15 weeks; whole number 
of scholars, 29; average attendance, 22; no one attended quite every 
day; 18 are marked above mediocrity in deportment; number of 
visitors, 34, and the Committee think that such a school was well 
worthy of a visit. It is, and was, well known that elements of discord 
had prevailed to some extent in this school, that it had been difficult 
to manage; but under the firm management of Miss Fletcher the ele- 
_ ments of discord ceased, the pupils submitted at once to a control; they 
saw it would be useless to contend against, and it became one of the 
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best schools your Committee ever had the pleasure of visiting. Kind, 
but decided in her government, thoroughly understanding the branches 
to be taught, with the ability to communieate that knowledge to others, 
in such a manner as to make its acquirement a pleasure, she could 
hardly fail as a teacher. The examination at the close, was a very 
pleasant one ; the pupils responding to the teacher’s questions, with a 
cheerful, prompt, and creditable manner. Seven pieces were declaimed 
in quite a spirited manner, and the exercises closed with a pleasant 
song. ; : 

The Winter term of this school was taught at the Winslow school. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE,—JONATHAN BANCROFT. 

The Summer term of this school was taught by Miss Martha B. 
Kidder. Length of school, 22 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 23 ; 
average attendance, 15; no one attended every day; number of 
visitors, 22; the deportment of this school has, for a long time been 
good. The frequent re-engagement of this teacher, she having been 
employed, both Summer and Winter, ever since she began to teach, is 
a high compliment, and is good evidence of her success. She is a 
skillful, and thorough teacher, securing the good will of her pupils, and 
their cheerful and ready obedience. ‘The examination at the close was 
witnessed by a large number of parents and friends, who were gratified 
with the profiency of the pupils. Several pieces of composition were 
read, the sentiments in which, were expressed in a neat and appropri- 
ate manner, and the exercises closed with declamation, and a pretty 
song. 

The Winter term was taught at the Grammar School. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. ’ 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE,—CHARLES S. CoBuRN. 

The Summer term of this school was taught by Miss Ellen E. Ban- 
croft, of Tyngsboro’. Length of school, 13 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 19; average attendance, 18 8-10, this is a low average for 
this school, the whooping cough having prevailed through half of the 
term; number of visitors, 32; 10 pupils are marked above the average 
in deportment; one only attended every day. 

This was her first school, and she found, as many others have before, 
that there is a difference between being managed, and managing others, 
Prompt and energetic herself, setting her standard of action high, 
perhaps she felt at times somewhat impatient. that the more sluggish 
could not rise to it; yet she succeeded very well, and closed her schoo] 
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with a good and satisfactory examination. This school has sustained 
a good character for many years. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Mary C. Richardson, of Pel- 
ham, N. H. Whole number of scholars, 21; average attendance, 20 ; 
length of school, 14 weeks, all marked above mediocrity in deport- 
ment. } 

This school presented the clearest register we ever saw, nearly eve- 
ry scholar attending constantly, and regularly. This teacher has had 
much experience in school-keeping, is thoroughly accomplished, a skill- 
ful manager, and, so far as we know, never failing to interest her pu- 
pils. Herself an indefatigable worker, her pupils become imbued 
with her spirit, a strong attachment seems to grow up between them, 
and thus, teacher and pupil, working lovingly together, success is cer- 
tain. We never attended a better examination. ‘The thoroughness 
and accurary of the answers given, were truly surprising. The ex- 
amination was witnessed by most of the parents of the children, who 
were, we think, perfectly satisfied with the result, and ended by decla- 
mation, reading of the Chronicles, and other compositions of the pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 
PRUDENTIAL CommMiITTEE,—CHARLES C. BUTTERFIELD. 

Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Louisa A. Haselton, 
of Hudson, N. H. The summer term was 15 weeks long; whole 
number of scholars, 14; average attendance, 12 2-5. 

There was one pupil who did not lose a day; but the register shows 
quite a large number of tardy marks, a sure indication of a want of 
interest. 

The Winter term was 13 weeks long; whole number of scholars, 14 ; 
average attendance, 10 1-2. 3 

The same pupil who attended every day in Summer, did so in Win- 
ter. Here again the marks as above stare one unpleasantly in the face. 
This was her first trial, as a teacher, competent and willing to teach the 
willing, but unable to interest or force the idle, and when quick decis- 
ion and prompt action were reqtired, at a loss how to proceed, yet, by 
the help of the willing, a pretty good examination was had. Some 
pieces of composition, full of good sentiments well expressed, were 
read by one of the scholars. 


THE WINSLOW GRAMMAR SCHOOL, 
Taueur By Mr, Parneas ALLEN. © 
This report will take up only the last term of this school. Whole 
length of term, 79 days; whole number of scholars, 57 ; average at- 
tendance, 40, . 
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Two pupils attended every day, and three lost one day only. The 
whooping cough was an unwelcome attendant of this school, which 
makes the average attendance smaller than it would have been. Mr. 
Allen is a teacher of many years experience, and entirely devoted to 
his business. His pupils at the close of his school appeared to have 
imbibed much of his spirit ; for they sustained themselves, through an 
examination of a whole day, in a manner highly creditable to them- 
selves and to their teacher, showing their readiness to answer promptly 
the very numerous questions asked them, through a large circle of 
different studies. Eighteen different pieces were declaimed in a very 
spirited manner, interspersed with pleasant songs. The valedictory 
address, pronounced by a young Miss of the school, would have been 
a credit to an older head. Although one of the severest rains of the 
season prevailed during the day, yet there were more than twenty 
visitors present, who were delighted with the examination, and went 
away with joy in their hearts. 

Having thus presented you with a pretty accurate view, as we think, 
of our schools, perhaps we may be indulged with a few farther remarks 
upon a subject of so much importance, not only to our own community, 
but to the country at large; for the sons and daughters of Massachu- 
setts may be found in all the States, and, wherever they go, they carry 
and diffuse the principles learned in our common schools. Very soon 
after the landing of our forefathers, the subject of education engaged 
their attention, and a system was formed, notwithstanding the poverty, 
the trials and the difficulties which surrounded them, which has become 
the pride and admiration, not only of other States, but of other coun- 
tries; for in our schools the son of the poor man may sit, side by side, 
upon the same bench with the son of the rich, and enjoy the same 
privileges. 

Perhaps this school system was never more popular than at the 
present moment, as shown by the constant attempts of our legislators 
to improve it; and men of wealth, in search of country residences, 
make it the subject of their first enquiry, and will not purchase in 
those towns that have not good schools. 

If we turn back for a moment, -we shall see that only two of our 
teachers in summer, belonged to town, and only one in Winter, and 
that we have been dependent on other towns for eight of our teachers. 
Why should we go to other towns for our teachers, when we have a 
plenty of talent in our own, which wants but little encouragement to 
make it available? Why are other towns able to furnish us with good 
instructors? Because their people understand the true policy,and 
have adopted the wise saying of Franklin “Empty your purse into 
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your head, and no one can take it from you.” For the year 1857 this 
town appropriated a sum for schools equal to one mill and forty-two- 
hundredths of a mill on her valuation, thus taking a station low down 
the ladder, the lowest being ninety-one-hundredths of a mill, and the 
highest, eight mills and eighty-six-hundredths. Shall we not look up- 
ward and onward ? 

At the commencement of the schools of the past year, the Committee 
urged the pupils to a more constant and regular attendance, so that 
our per centage of average attendance might be improved, they having 
lost about 30 per cent. in previous years. But there is much room for 
improvement here still; and may we not hope that by the co-operation 
of parents with the teachers, and with the Committee, our children may 
be induced to improve all the school time within their reach, and thus 
improve and develope their minds, and build up good characters, full 
of that knowledge, and self reliance, which is so essential an element 
to our success in life ?

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THE COMMITTEE RESPECTFULLY SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING REPORT, RELATING 


TO THE SCHOOLS OF THE PAST YEAR: 


THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Teacher: Putneas Aten, who taught this school three terms. The 
first term was a tuition school. Length of term fourteen weeks. Whole 
number of pupils forty-four. Average attendence thirty-four. 

The town voted to this school a sum sufficient to continue the school for 
two terms of fifteen weeks each. Whole number of pupils in attendance 
at the fall term fifty ; average attendance forty. Whole number in the 
winter term sixty-five ; average attendance fifty. Whole number of visi- 
tors during the terms twenty-six. Number at the close of the fall term 
seventy; number at the close of the winter term seventeen. 

Mr. Allen is a teacher of many years’ experience ; kind, able and will- 
ing, but not so rigid a disciplinarian as is often required in a mixed school 
of all ages. We fear that too much was required of him. 

Although the examination of the fall term was a very superior one in 
all the parts, and very satisfactory to all present, yet we are of the opin- 
ion that too many branchts were pursued to obtain that degree of im- 
provement which they might have obtained, had they paid more attention 
to a less number of studies. 

The winter term did not exhibit so good an examination. There were 
several causes which appeared to produce this effect. There were too many 
scholars for the accommodations which the school-room afforded, and they 
were of a mixed grade and of unequal capacity, requiring very numerous 
branches of study, consisting in all, of thirty-four classes; nine of which 
were recited to some of his larger pupils, leaving twenty-five for Mr. Allen 
to attend to in six hours, giving less than fifteen minutes to a recitation, 
and then perhaps the preparation for the exhibition that followed might 
have taken possession of the minds of some of the pupils in preference to 
more important studies. But, notwithstanding all these disadvantages, 
the school presented a tolerable good examination. 


NUMBER ONE.—Sumuer Term. 


Teacher: Harriy A. Marsu, of Hudson, N. H. Length of school, 12 
weeks. Number of pupils, 22. Average attendance, 17. Number of 
visitors, 35 during the term, 13 at the close. ; 

This teacher has had considerable experience, and has taught this school 
before. She is an excellent manager, bringing her pupils under a strict 
discipline by inducing that love of study and order which is always se- 
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cured by the successful teacher. The deportment was exemplary through- 
out. The examination was remarkably good for scholars so young, the 
oldest being only fourteen. 

The house presented a very neat and tidy appearance, and was orna- 
mented with wreaths, and flowers wrought into beautiful forms and hung 
around the walls by the hands of these little children, thus making the 
school-room a cheerful and happy place. The school closed with a deela- 
mation and song. 


WINTER 'T'ERM. 


The winter term was taught by H. Josie Kidder. Whole number of 
scholars, 12. Average attendance, 10. Number of visitors during the 
term, 20; at its close, 9. . 

This was the second school taught by Miss Kidder, and it was an ex- 
cellent school in every respect. The pupils were the same that attended 
in the summer; all young, yet we seldom witnessed so great promptness 
in the answers to all the questions, or such good reading from the first 
class down to the little child of five years. She certainly excels in this 
branch of teaching, which is of the greatest importance, for how can one 
pursue the studies of arithmetic, grammar and geography, unless they can 
pronounce and understand the words used in these branches of study ? 
And yet we have often seen it tried. Learn to read well and understand- 
ingly first, then you can pursue your studies with pleasure and profit. 

The deportment of the pupils was good ; the exercises were enlivened by 
dialogues and recitations, very prettily spoken, and were closed with a 
song. Sumner Woodward was chosen Prudential Committee. 


NUMBER TWO.—Summer TERM. 
Prudential Committee : Darrvs Bas. 


The summer and winter terms were both taught by Miss Mary J. Up- 
ton, of Dunstable. Length of school in summer, 11 weeks. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 24. Average attendance, 173. Whole number of Visitors 
during the term, 23. Whole number of scholars in the winter term, 26. 
Average attendance, 20. Visitors during the term, 12; at the close, 13. 
Length of term, 14 weeks. 

Miss Upton is a good teacher of small children, and has been employed 
in the district several terms. At the close of the summer school, her pu- 
pils did not acquit themselves as well as usual. Perhaps their minds had 
been diverted somewhat from their legitimate studies by the preparations 
for the picnic that followed. 

At the close of the school, all were invited to repair to a neighboring 
grove, where they found an ample table, covered bountifully with a great 


variety of refreshments, which none know how to make more inviting than 
the people of this place. Presently a fairy appeared upon the cliff above 
and sounded an instrument much used in rural places to call the weary 
laborer to his food. At such times it has a cheering sound, and on this 
occasion was cheerfully obeyed by all, from the little infant to the grey- 
haired man of seventy-five. It was a joyful occasion. After partaking 
of the refreshments, there followed dialogues, recitations, and songs, when 
all left the ground with lighter and more cheerful hearts. 
Winter TERM. 


The winter term was attended by nearly the same pupils as in the sum- 
mer—many of them quite young. A very fair improvement had been 
made in reading, writing, and arithmetic. One small class in history was 
very prompt and thorough. Six pupils did not lose a day, and others but 
little more. Closed by a valedictory, by J. D. Littlehale. Visitors pres- 
ent at the close, 7. 


NUMBER ‘THREE.—Svumme_er TERM. 
Prudential Committee : ZiMRiI PaAGe. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss M. J. Upton, of 
Dunstable. Length of school, 8 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 16. 
Average attendance, 123. Number of visitors during the term, 21. 
At the close, 8. 

The examination of this school was quite satisfactory, the exercises be- 
ing earnestly and promptly performed. The progress of the pupils, for so 
short a time, very good. ‘The examination was made pleasant by recita- 
tions, compositions, and songs. 

WIntTER ‘ERM: 


The winter school was taught by J. G. Merrill, of Dunstable. Length 
of term, 9 weeks. Whole number of pupils, 16. Average attendance, 
134. Visitors during the term, 20. At the close, 5. 

The condition and order of this school, when first visited, was good. 
Notice of the close of the school not being received in season, your com- 
mittee were not present at the examination. Your committee engaged a 
person whom they thought competent to teach this school the past winter, 
but the inhabitants of the district were not willing to accept of her; and 
not wishing to make any trouble in the district, we let them have their 
choice of a teacher, which resulted very injudiciously in their hiring a 
male teacher, which, in so small a school (the average attendance of which, 
as has already been stated, was only 13 and a fraction) we deem a very 
useless expenditure of money; while, if they had engaged a female teach- 
er, they might have had a term of school nearly twice as long, and, in our 
opinion, equally as good. 
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NUMBER FOUR.—SumMer Term, 
Prudential Committee : Joun MILunrt. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Sarah A. Neal, of 
Lowell. Whole number of scholars, 23. Average attendance, a little 
more than 21. Visitors, too few. 

Miss Neal was a very earnest teacher, holding her pupils close to their 
work by almost ceaseless promptings; but they responded well to her 
efforts, and appeared remarkably well at the examination. The deport- 
ment of her scholars was superior throughout, and ten did not lose a day. 
Visitors present .at the close, 5 


Winter ‘ERM. 


The winter term was taught by R. W. Putman, of Lowell. Length of 
school, 7 weeks. Number of scholars, 28. Average attendance, 26. 
Twelve of the pupils did not lose a day, and several but very little time. 

Both of these terms fell under the care of excellent teachers. who did 
their duty faithfully. There are some noticeable matters relating to this 
school. First, the very constant attendance; then, the superior average 
attendance; lastly, the shortness of the terms—only sixteen weeks, while 
the average length of other schools is nearly twenty-five. 

Parents of Number Four: Within the past two years your children 
have nobly redeemed the character of your school by their good behavior, 
constant attendance, and close attention to study while in school. This 
has been done, in a great measure, by securing the services of prompt and 
energetic teachers. Your school is now far in advance of some, and but a 
little behind the best. Would not the presence of more of you in school 
tend to encourage your children in their well-doing ? 


NUMBER FIVE. 
Prudential Committee : Wm. H. Cummrnas. 

Both of these terms were taught by Miss Philena Carkin. Length of 
the first term, 12 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 14. Average at- 
tendance; 11. Number of visitors during the term, 27. 

Length of second term, 12 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 14. 
Average attendance, 11,j. Visitors during the term, 9. | One pupil only 
in each term attended every day. The register shows a very irregular at- 
tendance, ranging from fifteen to sixty days. 

This school was visited at the commencement, and near the vacation. 
It appeared to be making a very fair progress. We thought if there had 
been a little more animation thrown into the exercises, the school would 
have been more pleasant to the scholars. Little children in school take 
much of the tone and manner of the teacher. 
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This school was not examined, for the reason that about a week previ- 
ous to the time of closing, the venerable old school-house, which had wit- 
nessed the struggle of the youths for more than three generations to obtain 
knowledge, ascended in flame and smoke. 


NUMBER SIX.—Summer Trrm. 
Prudential Committee : Lowe.Lt LAWRENCE. 


The summer term was taught by Miss H. Josie Kidder. Length of 
term, 10 weeks. Wholenumber of scholars, 16. Average attendance, 15. 
Number of visitors during the term, 32. Scholars who were present every 
day, 6. 

This was Miss Kidder’s first school, following immediately after one of 
the ablest teachers. If she had failed it would not have been surprising, 
but she nobly sustained herself and the reputation of the school, securing 
the esteem of parents and pupils, in a very worthy manner. 

The examination took place in the presence of nineteen visitors, who 
were much pleased with the exercises, which were interspersed with dia- 
logues, recitations, and compositions. The school-room was made pleasant 

with evergreens and mottoes. ! 

See that the services of this teacher are secured in some of your schools, 
for we have none more promising. 

WIntTeER TERM. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary C. Richardson, of Pelham. 
Length of school, 11 weeks, Whole number of scholars, 25. Average 
attendance, 22. 

The inhabitants in this district are very fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of this able teacher. Shehasa peculiar tact for securing the attend- 
ance and esteem of her pupils. She is mild but firm in her government, 
almost unwearied in her labor, ever studying means to interest her pupils ; 
seldom fails of success. Nearly forty visitors were present at the examin- 
ation, who were well pleased with the promptness and thoroughness of the 
examination. A large number of writing books were exhibited, all neatly 
and beautifully written through. A collection of compositions were read 
by one of the pupils, some amusing, others serious, expressed in appropri- 
ate language. ‘This is, in every respect, a superior school. Five of the 
scholars are qualified to teach. The house was ornamented with evergreens 


and appropriate mottoes. The valedictory was pronounced by B. F. 'Tur- 
ner. 


NUMBER SEVEN. 
Prudential Committee : Perer Lrrrienane. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Harriette Rea, of Tewksbury. 
Length of summer term, 13 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 11.— 
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Average attendance, nearly 10. Visitors duringschool, 10. Atthe close, 7. 
Length of school in winter, 12 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 16. 
Average attendance, 10. 

This was her first school, and her pupils were quite young. We hada 
very good examination. ‘The numerous questions were answered promptly 
and distinctly, and there was scarcely a failure in any instance. The last 
part of the winter term was broken up by sickness, and the school closed 
with only eight scholars, but these appeared very well. Some complaints 
reached your Committee from this school the past winter, of improper con- 
duct and indecent language from some of the large boys. Not wishing to 
disgrace the boys by expelling them from school, we passed it over as lightly 
as we could. We are in hopes not to hear of any such conduct in this 
school in the future. 


RECAPITULATION. 


Seven hundred dollars appropriated for our schools, and divided equally 
among the districts, gives to each scholar five dollars and fourteen cents, 
and thirty-eight months’ school for the year, each district obtaining for 
their money as follows :—

REMARKS. 


Our schools have all been under the care of faithful teachers, the 
attendance has been better than usual, and the progress of the pupils 
remarkably good. But very few cases of difficulty have come to the 
knowledge of your Committee, arising from disobedience or an unwilling- 
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ness to submit to proper authority on the part of the scholars. We 
presume that the more than usual interest in our schools, taken by the 
parents and friends of the children, and the good selection of teachers, in 
most cases, by the prudential committee, have conferred lasting benefits 
upon our schools. Most of the teachers have managed their schools in such 
a kind, patient, yet firm manner, as to secure prompt obedience, while they 
have been cheered and encouraged in their work by the presence of many 
visitors. 


It is hardly to be expected that little children, from four to ten years of 
age, will feel the necessity of pursuing the elementary branches, unless 
some other motive be set before them than the mere right of the thing. 
We inquired of a little child of five years, who had attended school 
through all weathers, walking nearly a mile—‘ Do you like to attend 
school?” ‘I don’t care much about the school, but I do love my teach- 
er,’ was the reply. Here, then, is the great motive power that must be 
brought into use in the management of small children. A more than usual 
number of the teachers employed the past year have possessed this power 
to guide ‘the little feet’’ of your children. They have been teachers 
who would meet them with a pleasant smile, bid them a pleasant ‘‘ Good- 
morning,” and enter soothingly into their little joys and troubles. When 
you meet one of these kind of teachers, see that they are not left un- 
employed. Engage none who will walk into the school-room with a scowl- 
ing brow, and speak in a thundering voice, thus striking terror into their 
little hearts, placing a long distance between those who should walk to- 
gether hand in hand. 


There seems to be a great indifference in some of the districts in regard 
to the school-meetings. Within the past year we have been present at 
several of the meetings, and none were well attended. At one of these 
meetings only one person sending children was present. At another, two; 
and another, three. ‘This is one of the great evils of the present district 
system—giving a chance for a small minority to rule the district. Voters 
of the district, can you conscientiously stay away from these school-meet- 
ings? Lovers of the old district system, do you expect to retain your 
cherished privileges while manifesting such gross negligence ? 

There are only one-hundred and thirty-six scholars between the ages of 
five and fifteen—just enough for four schools. Can they not be brought 
together, and make four hundred dollars give you as much schooling as 
seven hundred dollars does now? You need not fear that a walk of two 
or three miles will at all injure the health of your children; for many 
who attended the Grammar School, had long walks, which didnot at all 
impair the health. 
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It has often been shown beyond a doubt, that educated labor is more 
profitable than ignorant labor, to both employer and employed; and as 
we are eminently a practical people, do not let us shrink from well educa- 
ting our children. But to look at it in a less practicable view, it is a good 
antidote to crime—not that the well-educated can not and do not commit — 
crime, but they do it with a knowledge of its consequences, and have little 
excuse. Our own State, ever awake to the true interests of the children, 
has established her normal schools, her institutes, her board of edugation, 
and her lectures—all working to throw light into the subject, and striving 
to spread abroad, by the help of the press, the truest and best methods of 
educating the youth. 

During the past year more than four hundred people have visited our 
schools. Is not the true spirit prevailing in our community? Will not 
our children feel animated and encouraged thereby to greater exertions in 
studying to develop their minds in the right direction, and become worthy 
members of the community ? :

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Tue Committee respectfully submit the following Report, 
relating to the schools of the past year: 


Our schools for the year, just ended, appear to your Committee, 
to have been as a whole, well managed and prosperous. The 
table presented to you will show a good average attendance, 
when you consider that they are composed mostly of small 
children, and that the winter season has been very inclement. 

The registers show that the deportment of the pupils has been 
remarkably good. Their appearance when visited has been 
cheerful and happy. And an unusual number have been marked 
above mediocracy. We have now in our schools, many fine, and 
many beautiful readers, even below the age of ten years; many 
very fine writers, the neatness of whose books was creditable to 
teacher and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Pyudential Committee, JosePH 8. BENNETT. 
Teacher of summer school, Martua M. Keyvezs, of 'T'yngsboro’. 


This was Miss Keyes’ first school, and she proved to be an able 
teacher and an excellent manager, her pupils making good pro- 
gress in their several studies. 

Teacher of winter school, Mary E. Bennett, of '‘l'yngsboro’. 


The closing examination of this school was very satisfactory. 
The deportment of the children was very good, aud they were 
prompt and very accurate in their recitations. Several pieces 
were quite prettily spoken by young children. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, Joun LirtLEdALe. 
Teacher of summer school, N. P. Gartanp, Lowell. 


This school, when visited during the first few weeks was found 
to be in middling order, but it was evident that the teacher had 
failed to secure the good will, and to interest her pupils in such 
a manner as to secure success. We are sorry that it was so near 
a failure. 


Teacher of winter school, Noreiana Parten, Westford. 


This teacher had no experience in governing children, and had 
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the singular idea that she could succeed in teaching them without. 
The scholars did not make so much progress as is ever desirable ; 
she did not finish the school on account of sickness. It is now 
under the care of M. J. Upton. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee, G. F. Buopeert. 
Teacher of summer school, Aner Carkin, of 'l'yngsboro’. 


This was her first school, but it is believed that she gave very 
good satisfaction. Circumstances prevented an examination at 
the close, but when visited at other times, it was found in very 
good order, and the pupils industriously pursuing their studies. 


Winter school, taught by Mary J. Upron, Durstable. 


This veteran teacher, who has taught now more than two 
hundred weeks, was successful here as usual. Seldom, if ever, 
failing to secure a good degree of order, able to interest her pupils 
in their several studies, they submit themselves cheerfully to her 
management, and always show a good degree of improvement. 
The roads being nearly impassable when this school closed, the 
Committee were not present, but the teacher, in a line to them, 
speaks very affectionately of her pupils, of their behaviour, of 
their endeavors to avoid tardy marks, and of their cheerful sub- 
mission to the rules of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Prudential Committee, ,  ApBram ReEeEp. 

Teacher of the summer school, L. Exuen Marsnauy, of 
Tyngsboro’. 

This school is one of our largest in number, and composed of 
many, quite young children, but the teacher, though this was her 
first school, presented us with an examination in all respects 
creditable to herself and her pupils. The order was perfect, and 
the visitors were pleased to hear several pretty compositions read. 

Winter term, taught by Warren Pierce, of Tyngsboro’. 

This teacher was a beginner also, but succeeded in giving 
excellent satisfaction to parents and pupils, by securing excellent 


order, prompt attendance and fair improvement in the branches 
of study pursued under his care. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Prudential Committee, Eruraim ANDREWS. 
Teacher of summer school, Exten E. Bancrorr. 


This school was composed mostly of small children, many of 
whom read beautifully, and all did themselves and their teacher 
credit by the prompt manner in which they answered the 
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numerous questions asked them, in their several branches of 
study. The examination was witnessed by a large number of 
visitors, with pleasure. 


Teacher of the winter school, Henry P. Barnarp, of Lowell. 


This school was kept in the beautiful new house, lately erected 
in this district, and was not examined at its close, the elements 
being decidedly opposed to travelling. The teacher was a rigid 
disciplinarian, securing good order, resorting, even, to the use of 
the instrument recommended by the ancient king of Israel, and 
not trusting solely in the law of love, so much in fashion now. 
The school was short, and decidedly a good one. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Prudential Committee, — JoHN Parnam. 


Teacher for summer and winter, M. Frances Govuto, of 
Tyngsboro’. 

This teacher is perfectly familiar with every branch of study 
that she is required to teach, able to present her illustrations in 
an attractive form, systematic in her management, always secur- 
ing the attention of her pupils, and the best order. Of course, 
she is one of our best teachers, her pupils are awake, and respond 
in a lively manner to all that is required of them. The reading, | 
spelling, and writing, in this school is very superior. , 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Prudential Committee, Cuar.es Hott. 


Teacher of summer school, Emenins Wueever, of Mil- 


ford, N. H. 


Young, and inexperienced, kind, and willing to teach, but no 
quite firm enough to succeed with children that need constant 
urging, the closing examination was rather below what is usual 
in this school. ‘The house was very tastefully ornamented with 
evergreens, and the visitors were pleased with several pieces of 
' compositions and recitations that were given by the pupils. 


Teacher of winter school, H. Josiz Kipper, 'l'yngsboro’. 


In the few schools in which this teacher has been engaged, she 
has always succeeded in securing the esteem and good-will of 
parents and pupils. Always preserving the best order, the 
children under her care do not seem to think of being disobedient; 
but become inspired with her spirit, strive with energy to come 
up to her requirements. The sluggish receive new life, and 
cannot resist the current that sweeps them onward. Hence at 
the closing of this school all the exercises were found to be 
superior, as twelve delighted witnesses can testify. 
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WINSLOW SCHOOL. 


The friends of this school secured the services of Mr. George 
A. Bruce, of Mount Vernon, N. H., for two terms, one of eleven, 
and one of twelve weeks. He was a hard working, thorough ~ 
teacher, requiring his pupils to obtain so good a knowledge of 
their several studies in passing, as to avoid the necessity of a 
review before an examination; hence his examinations are not 
so showy as solid. ‘lhe deportment of his pupils, when visited 
by the Committee, was excellent, the recitations were spirited, 
prompt, and satisfactory to those who witnessed them. 

There is such a variety of studies in this school that the teacher 
is compelled to change from one subject to another so many 
times during the day, that the labor is hard, and the results not 
so prominent as they would be, if restricted to fewer branches. 
Nevertheless many of the scholars appeared to us to have 
obtained a high order of excellence, and gentlemen present made 
remarks complimentary to teacher and pupils. 

‘he examination closed by reading several pieces of compo- 
sition by a member, the subjects of which were very good, and 
the sentiments beautifully expressed.

REMARKS. 


The statute requires of the Committee to present such remarks 
upon the subject of education, as may seem to them proper, after 
giving particulars of each school seperate. In compliance, we 
offer the following, which however crude, we hope, will produce 
no evil fruit. When we consider the opportunities, and the 
ample means now offered to all classes, there seems to be but 
slight excuse, that can be offered for not obtaining, at least a 
good knowledge of reading and writing. How much these two 
accomplishments only, add to the comforts and pleasures of life. 
hey are the foundation of knowledge, the means by which we 
can go back, and commune with former ages, and converse with 
absent friends. The ignorant are deprived of many enjoyments; 
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they cannot associate with the best informed with pleasure, for 
their line of thoughts are far asunder; hence they too often resort 
to animal pleasures, as the only source of happiness left to them. 

Ignorance deprives men of the power to take advantage of 
opportunities that may offer, to better their circumstances; hence 
they must ever be “ hewers of wood and drawers of water.” 

The subject of education, then, is of the greatest importance, 
and may well commend itself to your most candid consideration. 
The best method of operating upon the youthful mind, of train- 
ing and governing it, now occupies more of the thoughts of 
teachers, and lovers of advancement, perhaps, than at any other 
period in our history. ‘The impulse given to the cause of educa- 
tion by the late Horace Mann, to mention only one of the 
eminent men formerly, and now at work, is still rolling onward, 
and shedding light on all. Educational journals are now printed 
in nearly all the free States, institutes are held, States grant 
money for promoting the cause, normal schools are established, 
in which to train teachers, and they offer scholarships to the 
needy. Books are printed by the million, and many minds are 
turned to the invention of apparatus, outline maps, cards, and to 
various methods of operating upon the human mind. But as 
yet we believe, educators are not agreed upon the best method 
of teaching the A, B, C’s. 

Let us not be discouraged; strong minds are now engaged 
upon the subject, light is drawing to a more perfect day, let us 
receive, and welcome it, for much advancement has been made, 
and the end is not yet. Let us look back for a few years, not 
beyond the memory of many of us, who are yet strong and 
vigorous, and think of the wonderful inventions that have been 
made since we popped corn in the ashes of the old fire place, and 
read Tom ‘Thumb by the blazing pine knot. 

First the steam engine, and its adaptation to locomotion, and 
to stationary work; the spinning frame, drawing out man 
threads at once, with a speed, an evenness and fineness that could 
not be attained by hand; the power loom, doing the work of 
many hand-weavers without tiring, and bringing forth hundreds 
of different and beautiful fabrics for the use of man. Look at 
the electric telegraph, overcoming time and space nearly, and 
conveying news with the speed of lightning; the printing press, 
diffusing information with a speed almost beyond conception. 
Now run your minds down from the mighty steam engine, 
through the hundreds of useful inventions, even to the little thing 
used to assist dim eyes to thread a needle; these and many 
more, are the inventions of men. 

Of what are these things the result? ‘They are the result of 
the power of education in developing the human mind, and the 
skill acquired by long practice of the mechanic. 
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These, then, are some of the beneficial results arising from the | 
development of mind by education. 

A mind that had never been enlightened could never have 
invented them, the untrained hand could never have formed 
them; nay, how many minds are there that can searcely com~ 

rehend them even after they are invented and made. 

These things, and many others, have come to pass in our day, 
and they are wonderful, as showing what power there is in 
educated mind, and educated skill. 

This then is an age of progress; mind has obtained a power 
over matter, perhaps, known in no other age. The best method, 
then, of enligntening and directing the minds of our children, of 
filling them with correct and virtuous ideas and true principles 
of action, should be pondered upon by us all. The child’s first 
impressions are received in the family ; a few years, and the same 
child enters school, and being an imitative being, probably learns 
more at first by observation than from books, as the child sees 
others do, the child is very likely to do, as the child hears others 
talk, so will he talk also. What then? only this, if the conduct 
and conversation of all be pure, no harm can result, but if other- 
wise, remember, that bad habits and manners are easily learned, 
and hard to eradicate. It is then of the first importance, that 
your teachers be pure in life, conversation, character and manners, 
allowing no impropriety in their pupils to go unrebuked; kindly 
explaining to them the consequences of wrong doing, and thus 
by surrounding them with a pure atmosphere of good manners 
and good morals. When you find teachers able to do this, you 
need not fear to trust your children with them. 

Parents, the power is in your own hands, and if you apply it, 
as we hope you will, your schools must take just the stand that 
"you desire. Do not trust too much to Committees; delegated 
power is often abused or neglected. Inform yourselves what a 
good school should be, then go and see for yourselves, a habit, 
that we are happy to say is very much increasing among you. If 
you find your teachers worthy, encourage them, sustain them in 
the government of their school, and send your children as con- 
stantly and regularly as possible. If they should have little love 
of book, or of study, try to find what will interest them; when 
that is found, they may easily be led onward, for curiosity is a 
strong power in the minds of children. Neither hard work, or 
hard study will frighten them from that, with which they are 
pleased and interested.

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REPORT. 


Tue Schoo] Committee of the Town of ‘l'yngsboro’ having 
attended to their respective duties, now submit their Annual. 
Report for the School year ending April 1st, 1863. 


At the beginning of the School year, we urgently pressed it 
upon the attention of the teachers to pay particular attention to 
reading, spelling, the cultivation of the habit of attention, the 
manner of conducting the recitations, and the general deport- 
ment and government of the schools. In reading we recom- 
mended that particular attention should be given to what was. 
read—that the words should be articulated with a clear, distinct 
and forcible stress of voice, and that no more should be read at 
a time than could be read well. In spelling, that the words 
should be correctly enunciated by the teacher, and that the 
scholar would be permitted to try but once :—for all after that 
was mere guess-work ; and that the pupils should receive no aid 
from the teacher to complete the word. We wished to have the 
lesson so well studied, that they would know when they were 
right, and overcome that shambling course, too often pursued 
and permitted in our schools. We urged this method as ad- 
vantageous to the cultivation of the habit of attention. And 
we specially suggested that teachers make themselves familiar 
with the recitations of the day, before they entered their school 
rooms; that they should not be confined to their text-book, but 
endeavor to teach themselves, by their manner and _ presence, 
rather than be the passive auditors of the classes. And so far 

as these suggestions were complied with by the teachers (and we 
believe they were in a measure by some), they were promotive 
of the happiest results. 
_ For this apparent prosperity we sincerely congratulate you, 
and trust that through your watchful interest and guardian care 
they will continue to prosper in the future, as they have done in 
_ the past, until you are prepared to pronounce them “ perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing.” 

With these remarks, we proceed to give a detailed statement 
of the condition of the several schools. 


4 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term—Muiss H. Joste Kipper, Treacuer. 


This was Miss Kidder’s third consecutive term of instruction 
in this school, and we regard the district highly favored in hav- 
ing secured her services for so long atime. We believe that it 
is both good policy and wise economy to keep a faithful teacher 
in the same school, so long as both parents: and pupils are sat- 
isfied with her system of discipline and instruction. The school 
was a long one, and the closing examination showed, by the 
promptness with which the pupils answered their questions, 
their clear and distinct enunciation in reading, speaking, spelling 
and recitation, that the time and means of the school had well 
been improved. 


There was no school in the Winter, as it was voted to expend 
its proportion of money in the Grammar School in the center of 
the town. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Summer Term—Miss Aumrra A. BanororT, TEACHER. 


The term of this school was short, it being only ten weeks. 
It did not attain the success we could have wished. Though 
not so forward as some of our schools, and more difficult to 
awaken a desirable interest and enthusiasm, yet with true deci- 
sion and thorough earnestness on the part of the teacher, better — 
results could have been achieved. Morally and intellectually, 
the teacher was thoroughly qualified for her work ; but she failed 
to secure that order’ and attention of her pupils so necessary to 
the best interests of a school. ‘The closingexamination evinced 
that there had been some improvement ; yet there was too great 
a degree of hesitancy to make it interesting to the visitor or 
committee. 


Winter Term—Muiss Maria R. Knicurt, ‘l'eacuer. 


From the beginning to the close of the term, Miss Knight 
proved, by her discipline and method of instruction, that she 
was intellectually competent to fill her responsible position. Or- 
der, industry and system reigned triumphant, and the closing 
examination satisfied the committee of the fidelity of the teacher, 
and of the application and diligence of the pupils. One feature 
of this school was in making the History of the United States 
a reading lesson, rather than a recitation. . 


5 
DISTRICT NO. 3. 


* Summer Term—Miss Saran EH, Keyes, Teacuer. 

‘This was Miss Keyes first effort at teaching, and from the or- 
der, attention and familiarity of her pupils with their studies on 
the day of the examination, it was evident that she had attained 
complete success. ‘[‘he school was small, and composed mostly 
of young scholars; but from the attainments witnessed, we 
would say that the present is hopeful for the future. 


Winter Term—Miss Appie C. Cummines, TEacuer. 


We think this schoo! @ unfortunate in not enjoying the ad- 
vantage of an experienced teacher. Not but that every teacher 
must make a beginning, but with an ungraded school, unless a 
person has attained to some degree of maturity, we do not think 
it desirable to place the instruction of our Winter Schools in 
inexperienced hands—though Miss Cummings more than met 
our expectations. With age, energy and experience, she will 
be able to bring a school to a high degree of perfection. We 
noticed in this School a great deficiency in reading books, which 
we trust will be remedied at the commencement of another term. 


' DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Summer Term—Miss JuniA W. Burrerrie.p, T'eacuer. 


This is the largest school in town, and is attended with diffi- 
culties which neither teacher nor Committee can remedy. The 
school-house is too incommodious and dreary to ensure a first- 
class school. But under the influence and efiorts of Miss But- 
terfield, this external difficulty in a measure was overcome. 
Order, system, and industry uninterruptedly prevailed, ‘The read- 
‘ing of the older scholars exhibited marked improvement. ‘The 
enunciation was slow, distinct, accurate, showing that this ex- 
ercise had not been neglected. And though not more than one 
third of the class-book had been read during the entire term, yet 
there was more evident improvement than we have in many in- 
stances witnessed where the book has been read from frontis- 
page to finis, showing that the training indispensable to make 
a good reader does not depend upon the quantity read, but the 
quality of the exercise. It was also apparent, by the prompit- 
ness of the answers given, that the other studies had not been 
overlooked by either teacher or scholars. 

No school was kept in the Winter, as it was voted to expend 
a portion of its money in the Grammar School, and its report 
will be included in the condition of that. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer Term—Miss Saran T. Pierce, TEACHER. 


This school, in point of excellence and advantages, stands 
second to none. It has a neat, tasteful, and convenient school- 
house—an honor to the District, an ornament to the town. We 
believe it would be a wise and judicious expenditure of money 
if some of the other Districts would imitate its example. We 
cannot have the best schools in cold, uncomfortable or dreary — 
school-rooms. Everything here should be neat, attractive, in- 
spiring; though with good teachers much can be done to oyer- 
come all external obstacles to success, Yet, it is too true that 
children are sensibly impressed by their surroundings, and will 
unconsciously take them on, whatever may be their order or pat- 
tern. This school also had the advantage of the same instructor 
for three consecutive terms; and had not her health failed dur- 
ing the last half of the term, so that a substitute had to be pro- 
cured to complete it, from her devotion to the best interest of 
the school, we believe that the closing examination would have 
been equally as satisfactory as those of former occasions. 


There was no school in the Winter, as this was also merged 
in the Grammar School. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


& 


Summer Term—Miss L. Jennie Gouup, TEacuEr. 


This is one of our smallest schools, and the scholars are most- 
ly young. But the teacher was not idle; she was active and 
industrious—constantly aiding and encouraging the efforts of 
her pupils; and by her energy and perS$tverance she seemed to. 
impart to her pupils the contagion of her example. All the ex- 
ercises, at the close of the school, were such as met the expecta- 
tion and received the commendation of your Committee. _ 


Winter Term—Miss L. Evten Marsuat, Teacher. 


This term was longer than the Summer one, and it also _pre- 
sented a corresponding degree of improvement. Some of the 
reading, in point of excellence, was second to none that we 
have heard in any of our schools. It was expressive; and all 
the studies indicated fidelity on the part of the teacher and dili- 
gence and attention by the scholars. 


7 
DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer Term—Miss Exten E. Bancrort, Teacuer. 


‘This school has increased very much in number as well as in 
intellectual and moral attainment during the past year; and 
though a backward school, and one in which it is difficult to 
awaken any degree of enthusiasm, yet through the unwearied 
efforts of Miss Bancroft, its improvement even exceeded our ex- 
pectation, confirming the adage, that “ As is the teacher, so will 
be the school.” According to the age and attainment of the 
scholars, we doubt whether any of our schools made any great- 
-er proficiency than this. The reading, speaking, spelling, and in 
fact all the recitations, indicated fidelity on her part, and we are 
satisfied that her labors were duly appreciated, by the order, de- 
portment, punctuality, and the favorable condition of the school. 


Winter Term—Miss Annie T’. Pierce, TEeacuer. 

This, in fact, was Miss Pierce’s first effort in teaching, and 
though in a knowledge of the branches taught she was amply qual- 
ified for her work, yet from her amiability and inexperience, she 
failed to secure that order, attention, respect, and thoroughness 
so essential to a school’s best success. At one time we thought 
it would have been a failure; but after it had been visited by 
your Committee, and more decisive measures had been recom- 
mended and adopted, the closing examination demonstrated 
that some favorable results had been attained. 


GRAMMAR AND UNION SCHOOL. 
Mr. N. C. Scovitute, or Harvarp Universiry, TEacHer. 


This school embraceélthe scholars of the three contiguous, 
Districts, Nos. 1, 4,.and 5; and in its united capacity designed 
to accomplish what no school, with its accommodation and op- 
portunities should ever attempt. By the condition of the dona- 
tion, it is made a Grammar School of the first order, affording 
the opportunity to all who may desire it to study the ancient 
and modern languages; and by the action of the several dis- 
tricts it was made an ungraded. common school. Now, this 
combination, wise in itself, if designed only for the benefit of 
the more advanced scholars—giving them an opportunity to at- 
tend to an order of studies they could not pursue in our District 
schools; but in its practical workings it failed, in a measure, to 
secure the object contemplated. As there were no schools in 
the several Districts, all, except the very youngest scholars, felt 
free to attend, without regard to qualification, This not only

increased the number of pupils, but the number of studies to 
such a degree that it was utterly impossible for one teacher to 
do full justice to himself or his pupils. And, if the same ex- 
periment is to be tried again, we would suggest that one, if not 
two, things be done: the number of pupils should be limited; 
if not, the order of attainments and studies be determined}; so 
that there should not be a greater number of pupils, or studies, 
than can be properly attended to. In this way only can the 
school be made what it should be, and, doubtless, what you de- 
sire to have it, a school for the benefit of those scholars who 
cannot take up and successfully pursue the higher branches of 
knowledge indispensable now to a good education. 

The school was a large one, too large for the capacity and: 
condition of the room and the instruction of one teacher. The 
teacher labored hard, and though in some respects the school 
was not what we could have wished it—in fact, not what the 
best interests of our children demand, for there was not the or- 
der, decorum, courtesy and friendly relation that should exist 
between teacher and pupil—yet, the closing examination evinced 
that the Latin classes made marked and decided progress, that 
most of the Arithmetic and Geography classes attained a fair 
degree of proficiency, and that all the classes, except Spelling, 
did all that reasonably could have been expected, owing to the 
many external interests and entertainments that excited the at- 
erage and received the encouragement of most of the larger 
pupils. ; 

‘The following table contains all the material facts regarding 
the condition of the schools during the past year, as they are 
stated in the “ Registers,” allowing twenty days for a month :—

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Thus imperfectly, and briefly as we could and do justice to 


our schools, have we given a detailed statement of their material 


condition. Asa whole, we can speak hopefully and encourag- 
ingly ; not that there has been any striking instance of success, 
but there has been an average degree of improvement. Nay, 
more. As a whole, we believe that our schools stand higher in 
point of intellectual excellence than they did one year ago, 
This, we think, is apparent from the gradual disappearance of 
absenteeism and tardiness, except in the Grammar School— 
some scholars not having been absent nor tardy during the term 


—and in the improved order of the exercises at the closing ex- 
amination. For this evident prosperity we heartily congratulate 


you, and trust that through your. watchful regard and jealous 
care they will continue to prosper in the future as they have. 
done in the past, and that ere long you will have the privilege of 
pronouncing them “ perfect and entire, wanting nothing.” ‘This 
result is mostly due to the fidelity of our teachers. As a class 
they have been untiring in their efforts to promote the best in- 
terests of our schools, and they merit, and should receive, our 
hearty commendation. 


SUGGESTIONS TO PARENTS. 
« 

It is an undeniable fact, other things being equal, that the 
character of the teacher determines the condition of the school, 
as the competency of a commander determines the discipline 
and efficiency of an army. We cannot have the one without 
the other. We cannot have the edge of steel without the tem- 
per of steel. If we would have an invincible army, we must 
have able generals. If one would have efficient schools, we 
must have competent teachers. And by competency we do not 
simply mean this, but more: that they be morally, socially, 
physically, of easy and agreeable manners—apt to teach. One 
may be intellectually competent, but morally, socially, physical- 
ly unfit to teach, or be a companion for our children. 


As the duty devolves upon you to select your teachers, we 
would suggest that you aim to secure only the services of the 
best ones for your schools, regardless of the money you have to 
expend, or the pay they can command. A short school under 
the instruction of a thoroughly furnished teacher, will do more 
for the education of your children, and the formation of their 
characters, than a long one under the charge of an indifferent and 
incompetent one. The presence of some teachers will do more 
to educate your children than the best efforts of others; and be- 
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cause your school is small and your children are young, is no 

. valid reason why they should not receive the very best instruc- 
tion. The very fact that your children are young is the very 
reason, above all others, why they should receive the best in- 
struction that can be furnished them. 


“ Just as the twig is bent, the tree inclines.”’ 


The direction of the child’s mind is the all-important matter that 
may determine its future course; give you infinite cause for re- 
joicing, or “bring your grey hair with sorrow to the grave.” 
How, then, can you consent to place the highest interest of your 
children only in the most competent hands? You would not 
employ a strolling tinker to repair your watch, nor a bungler to 
shoe your horse. But how much better are your children than 
a watch or horse! The one deals only with gross matter; the 
vother with immortal souls, and the impression they will'receive 
from the handling of skillful or unskillful hands may determine 
forever their future course. Seek, then, the services of only the 
best teachers, and you will feel that you have received more than 
a just equivalent for your money in that which money cannot 
purchase—the character of your children. : 


A WORD TO TEACHERS. 


As you have or intend to assume the office of teacher, we | 
would say, set your mark high. Form your ideal of what a 
teacher should be, and do not get discouraged if you fail to attain 
to your standard of perfection. Try again. Persevere steadi- 
ly, patiently, when there is a greater probability of failure than 
success, and if you are made of the true material, you will find 
that your efforts are not invain. Success will come at last. Be 
not content to teach simply from the book; teach from your 
own full minds and souls, and so imperceptibly lead your pupils 
to catch the spirit of your earnest thought and life. Read, study, 
inquire of every one who can impart to-you any information 
upon the high and responsible office, and be not satisfied with 
any thing short of the perfect mastery of your noble profession. 
If you would make full proof of your, profession, we would 
suggest that you subscribe for some well-conducted educational 
journal, and the information you will gain will not only make 
you rich in ideas but in the end in means also. 


There are a number of topics we should be most glad to brief-, 
ly treat, relative to the cause of common school education, but 
our limits will not allow. We can only allude to them. These 
are the subjects of morals and manners, the variety of text-books 
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we have in our schools, the kind of instruction which children 
under nine or ten- years should receive, the duty of Committees, 
and the course teachers should pursue in schools to secure the - 
order and attainment of the scholars. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


Fellow-cttizens : On you devolve the most weighty and moment- 
ous interests. You are not only the natural and legal, but the 
moral guardians of the rising generation, and on you rests the fu- 
ture destiny of this great Republic. This Government is being 
tried by a court to which its principles and rights were never be- 
fore subjected. What the result will be, will depend upon the in- 
telligence, the integrity, the virtue, the patriotism of the people. 
There is a direct and legitimate connection between ignorance 
and rebellion on the one side, and intelligence and loyalty on the 
other. In proof of this, if it is necessary to prove it, we can do 
no better than quote the words of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction of Kentucky, in his annual report for1861. “ Promi- 
nent, perhaps most prominent,’ says he, “among those causes 
leading to the calamities which have befallen us, has been a 
defective education of the people,” and it would have been im- 

possible for the leaders of the rebellion “to have accomplished 
so much for ruin had their lots been cast among a people 
thoroughly well educated as well as completely free.” And he 
further “affirms that almost without exception those are the 

“counties which have been, during the present civil war, most dis- 
tinguished for a cordial, immovable, and. self-sacrificing attach- 
ment to the Union, where our State common schools have been 
most largely established and sustained.” 


These are weighty words, and pregnant with profound mean- 
ing. They state distinctly the cause of all our civil war. It is 
the ignorance of the people. This will prove our downfall and 
ruin, as intelligence and virtue will insure our safety. These are 
the impregnable bulwarks of our free commonwealth and coun- 
try. We would say, then, first make ample provision for the 
maintenance of public christian worship and instruction; and 
secondly, consider no outlay too great for the support of your 
common schools. The future welfare of our country is linked 
with the support of these. As these stand or fall, so do our free 
institutions. ‘I'he most determined and persistent opposition is 
made against our system of public instruction by the leaders of 

.the rebellion and their hearty sympathisers; for they know that 
no people thoroughly-well educated can be despoiled of their’ 
natural and essential rights, or brought under the hand of a 
tyrant or despot, or be made to wear the chain of slavery, 
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With these facts distinctly in view, we should consider no sacri- 


fice too great, no burden too heavy, no deprivation too severe, for 


the support of our public institutions of learning, where all, with- 


out regard to color, condition, or nationality, can be taught the — 


fundamental principles of a sound education and the imperative 
duties of good citizenship—a knowledge of the duties they owe 
themselves, one another, their country, and their God.

Well acquainted with the 
scholars, and familiar with all the studies they were to pur- 
sue, she easily established exact discipline, and inspired those 
under her tuition with a portion of her own energy and per- 
severance. The closing examination was a testimonial to 
her ability and to the advancement of the scholars. 

The District having appropriated a moiety of the money 
which they were entitled to receive from the Town, towards 
the support of the Grammar School, the winter’s term was 
dispensed with. 

The school-house is in fair condition, but would be im- 
proved by the substitution of more commodious seats, and 
other alterations.

The Summer term was kept by Miss Maria R. Knight, an 
experienced, faithful and efficient teacher; that for the Win- 
ter by Miss Jennie E. Rollins, who exhibited very marked 


administrative ability in the management of the school, and 
unremitted attention to its interests. The number of schol- 
ars was larger in the Winter than in the Summer session; 
five of the pupils were over fifteen years of age. The 
closing examination gave great satisfaction to the friends in 
attendance, who noted with pleasure that some of the young- 
est, as well as some of the older scholars, gave evidence of 
patient and accurate study. 

The locality of the building is objectionable—certainly 
in this particular, that the ascent in winter is altogether too 
difficult ; reminding one of the lines in Beattie’s Minstrel 
descriptive of the steep approach to the Temple of Fame— 


“ Oh! who can tell how hard it is to climb 
The steep.” 


There should be better accommodations for scholars and 
teachers ; fresher black-boards, and sundry repairs, to make 
the school what it should be.

Miss Robbins, of whom favorable notice has previously 
been made, had charge of the school durmg the Summer, 
The then number of scholars was twelve; only one of them 
over eleven years of age; yet precisely one-half of the 
whole number were neither absent nor tardy during the 
term. | 

Miss H. J. Knight taught very acceptably during the 
Winter, though without previous experience. The whole 
number of scholars was seventeen, of whom there were five 
who were neither absent nor tardy, notwithstanding the im- 
pediments of the weather and snow-clad roads. This ex- 
ceeding punctuality attests that the teachers made the school 
attractive, and that parents were alive to the importance of 
regular and uninterrupted attendance. 

The situation of this modest school-house is remarkably 
fine; from it there can be seen a wide-spread panoramic view 
of surpassing beauty. Its interior arrangements should be 
more in keeping with its picturesque surroundings.

This school was under the charge of Miss Upton, for the 
Summer and Winter terms, each of which was over three 
months in length. In the interval between those terms, Miss 
Upton had a private school in the same building, at the re- 
quest and under the patronage of families within the Dis- 
trict; so that she had many of the children under her care 
_ and instruction no less than forty-one weeks. 

It was the largest District School, and the ages of its 
members varied from three to nineteen years; yet, notwith- 
standing its numbers and the diversity of age,it was remark- 
able for good order and decorum. The reciprocal affection 
which evidently existed between the teacher and her pupils, 
no doubt stimulated both to that quiet and conscientious at- 
tention to duty which was so very apparent. 

The examinations were long-continued and satisfactory, 
the declamations prompt and generally well-toned, and the 
specimens of composition characterized by just thought ar- 
rayed in appropriate language. 

The building requires improvements and repairs. The 
seats should not be so rough, and primeval in their structure ; 
the teacher should have a desk at which she can be seen 
when seated ; fresh black-boards should be put up, and other 
accessories be furnished. 

With all these drawbacks, to which may be added that of 
a dark and gloomy structure in the-midst of sombre pines, 
the school has been a success, and given undoubted satisfac 
tion to the district.

A few years since, the ancient school-house which had 
witnessed the advent of so many generations of ingenuous 
youth to its primitive walls, was destroyed by fire. The 
present building, on a more commodious spot, is exceedingly 
creditable to the liberality and taste of the district. Sup- 
plied with desks and seats of the most approved structure, 
and other pleasant appliances, the spirit of the place seems 
to have descended upon its inmates, imparting to them a 
keener attention to personal appearance, and prompting a 
careful avoidance of acts of negligence or design tending to 
deface the fair appearance of the school-room or its furniture. 

Miss Butterfield, a teacher of large experience and ability, 
had charge of the school for the Winter, as well as for the 
Summer term. Under her auspices, the scholars steadily 
advanced in their studies, and the examinations were conclu- 
sive evidence of the intelligence of teacher and pupil. 
Numerically speaking, it was the smallest school; but in the 
excellence of its appointments, it surpasses all the other 
schools of the town.

This School, as will be seen on reference to the Report of 
the Committee of last year, had the undesirable reputation 
of being insubordinate, and of difficult control. Miss Ban- 
croft entered upon her duty, which extended over both terms, 
with an earnest purpose of giving it a different character, 
which she accomplished so far as success depended upon her. 
The Committee appreciated her zealous and meritorious 
efforts to encourage and aid the children in their studies, to 
impress upon their minds the attractiveness of correct de- 
portment, of intellectual culture, and of quietly submitting 
to‘the tolerant rules of the school. If there were cases of 
obstinacy or disobedience, they were exceptional, and the 
Committee record with pleasure that the school appeared far 
better at its close, than they had reason to hope for at its 
commencement. This gratifying result was owing to the 
commendable diligence of the scholars generally, and the 
steady perseverance and ability of the teacher. |

THE WINSLOW OR GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


is within the limits of District No. 1, and subject to certain 
fundamental regulations incident to its origin. 

Mrs. Sarah Winslow, daughter of Eleazer Tyng, of this 
town, by indentures entered into with the President. and 
Fellows of Harvard College, on the 12th of November, 1789, 
gave to the College the sum of 1307/. 10s., in trust, for the 
purpose of promoting the interest of religion and learning 
in the town; one-half of the interest thereof to be paid by 
the College*for the support of an ordained minister, and the 
other half to be annually paid to the grammar-master in said 
‘town, “towards his support; the said school-master to be 
nominated by the Selectmen of the said District, and ap- 
proved of after examination by three settled, ordained min- 
isters in or near tothe said District, who shall have received 
public educations.” 
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These provisions absolve the School Committee from all 
responsibility as to the selection and approbation of a gram- 
mar-master. The town by accepting the donation, estab- 
lished a town school; therefore the School Committee, after 
the master has been duly appointed, have the same superin- 
tendence over it as they have over other schools, excepting 
as to the choice of master, and may determine what branches 
of learning may be taught therein. 

In the exercise of their undisputed authority, the Select 
men nominated Mr. James Powell, of Nashua, N. H., a mem- 
ber of Dartmouth College, fdr master during the past win- 
ter. It has rarely happened that a teacher has so generally 
attracted the esteem of the scholars, and the felicitations of 
their parents, as was the good fortune of Mr. Powell. An 
even temper, genial manner, tact, vivid sympathy with the 
young hearts around him, and labored fidelity to duty, made 
him a popular and valuable instructor. Should he be invited 
to assume the charge of the school for the next term, it 
would be of signal advantage to those who would enlarge 
the sphere of their acquisitions by renewing their austerer 
studies under his direction. 

The building is in a most dilapidated and repulsive condi- 
tion; its sordid appearance, inside and out, is a positive dis- 
grace to the town. Its seats are of the worst description, 
and in every particular it is inferior to the most indifferent 
of the District schools. The latter must be kept in good 
order, at the expense of the District; but the Grammar 
School is cast upon the liberality of the fown, of which it 
should be an ornament, in a material, as it now is in an in- 


tellectual sense. 


The Committee have thus attempted to give a clear insight 
into the character of the schools; it would not be easy to 
find brighter intellects than may be met in these little, un- 
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pretending seats of learning. They have been well man- 


aged; perhaps never with more success than during this 


- year. 


The expediency of making personal criticisms upon teach- 


ers in school reports, has been ably discussed in periodicals 


and in educational circles. Though not insensible to the 
force of the arguments against indulging in such criticisms, 
your Committee are not convinced that it is unwise to advert 
generally to the qualifications of teachers in an annual re- 
port. Parents ought to know from an authoritative source 


_to what influences their children have been subjected. If a 


teacher merit approbation, then let her have the benefit of 
it, and parents have the satisfaction of knowing that their 
children are carefully watched over and faithfully taught. 
Entertaining that opinion, which accords with the practice in 
this town, the Committee have not withheld approbation 
when it was due, and happily it was invariably deserved. 

The Committee have so much reason for congratulating 
the town on the generally prosperous condition of the schools, 
that they are not disposed to ruffle that state of complacency 
by searching with microscopic eye for occasions for sharp 
criticism. 

There is a disposition on the part of teachers, which is 
quite universal, to give undue preference for the study of 
arithmetic ; probably because the solving of mind-perplexing 
questions is a showy part of the public examination. — Its 
value as a mental exercise, and its utility in the transactions 
of mature life, are not underestimated; but it should not 
engross time rightfully belonging to other departments of. 
learning. “To read, to write, to count— grammar, writing 
and arithmetic;—three things which, if not taught in very 
early life, are seldom or ever taught to any purpose, and 
without the knowledge of which, no superstructure of learn- 
ing or of knowledge can. be built.” 
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> With this opinion of Dr. Johnson we cordially agree. 
Teachers should take care that their scholars are taught to 
spell accurately ; to read with the understanding ; to write 
a graceful hand, and to master all the rules of grammar; 
not by the neglect of arithmetic, but by alloting to each 
required study a portion of time as equal as the different na- 
tures of the branches to be taught will permit. 


SCHOOL-WEEK AND SCHOOL-HOURS. 


The Committee have been invited to express an opinion 
as to the number of days constituting a school-week, or a 
school-month. By Section 8, Chapter 34, of the General 
Statutes, the Board of Education is directed to prescribe the 
form of registers to be kept in the schools, and the form of 
the blanks and inquiries for the returns to be made by the 
school committees. 

Such registers are annually distributed by the Secretary 
of the Board of Education, and blank forms of returns are 
furnished to the school committees, which they are to fill up 
and certify upon oath. They are requested to observe this 
rule: “In computing time, reckon twenty days to a month, 
and give the aggregate required in months and days.” 

By Chapter 40, Section 13, of the General Statutes, it is 
provided that “the several school teachers shall faithfully 
keep the registers furnished to them, and make due returns 
thereof to the School Committee, or such persons as they 
may designate, and no teacher shall be entitled to receive 
payment for services until the register, properly filled up 
and completed, shall be so returned.” The registers require 
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the teachers to return the “length of schools in months, 
(four weeks, or twenty days, making a month).” 

It is not contended that these forms have the potency of 
legislative enactment; they are recommendatory only, when 
not reposing on statute law. They have tended, however, 
to establish an understanding with committees, teachers and 
towns generally, that five days constitute a week, and twenty 
days a month, for educational purposes. It has not been so 
determined by legislative act, nor by judicial decision; in 
their absence the question must be settled by the usage of 
the town. Where there is no express stipulation with a 
teacher as to the length of a school-week, or a school-month, 
there is an implied contract that a week or month shall be 
understood according to the usage of the town or school in 
which the teacher 1s employed. 

If, then, Tyngsborough would have its schools kept five 
and a half days each week, there must be a special contract 
with each teacher to that effect. The question then occurs, 
is it expedient to make such contracts? This involves an 
important consideration which is not apparent at first sight. 

Formerly, schools were closed on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons. Then succeeded a custom of keeping them 
for five consecutive days, and surrendering the whole of 
Saturday to relaxation. It would be a departure from 
ancient and from present usage to make a school-week con- 
sist of five and a half days. But the mere circumstance 
that it would be an innovation, does not constitute the grave 
objection to it which is entertained by the Committee ; they 
believe that six hours per day, for five consecutive days, are 
as many as can be spared to the confinement of the school- 
room, with a discreet regard for the health of the scholar. 
They find an authority corroborative of this opinion in the 
Twenty-Sixth Annual Report of the Board of Education. 
The Report of the town of Melrose quotes from an article 
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contained in the Secentifie American, a portion of which is 
worthy of special attention : 


“A very remarkable pamphlet has recently made its appearance in 
England, containing statements of facts that ought to command the atten- 
tion of the civilized world. The pamphlet is written by E, Chadwick, 
Ksq,, C. B., and published pursuant to an address of the House of Lords. 
The subject of this pamphlet is education, and it is devoted to the discus- 
sion of three matters — the organization of schools, the hours of study, 
and physical training. Our attention has been arrested by Mr. Chad- 
wick’s statement of facts in connection with the second of these three 
subjects— the hours of study : 

«Struck by the frightful disproportion between the powers of childish 
attention and the length of school-hours, he has directed questions to many 
distinguished teachers, Mr. Donaldson, head-master of the ‘Training Col- 
lege of Glasgow, states that the limits of voluntary and intelligent atten- 
tion, are, with children from five to seven: years, about fifteen minutes; 
from seven to ten years of age, about twenty minutes; from ten to twelve 
years of age, about twenty-five minutes; from twelve to sixteen or eighteen 
years of age, about thirty minutes ;’ and continues: «I have repeatedly 
obtained a bright, voluntary attention from each of these classes for five 
or ten minutes more, but I observed it was always at the expense of the 
succeeding lesson.’ 

“The Rey. J, A. Morrison, Rector of the same College, speaking on the 
same subject, says: “I will undertake to teach one hundred children, 
in three hours a day, as much as they can by possibility receive; and I 
hold it to be an axiom in education that no lesson has been given until it 
has been received. As soon, therefore, as the receiving power of the 
children is exhausted, any thing given is useless ; nay, injurious, inasmuch 
as you thereby weaken instead of strengthening the recciving power. This 
ought to be a first principle in education. 1 doubt it is seldom acted on.’ 
ih di The truth of these pregnant remarks is made more and more 
evident by the testimony of all competent witnesses,” 


This reasoning is directed against too many consecutive 
school-hours, and not school-days ; but if the hours be too 
many, an increase of days multiplies the number of hours 
and augments the evil of too protracted attention. It is true 
that a school-week may be legally expanded to five and a 
half days; but the Committee urgently discourage the idea,

for what will it profit to gain half a day at the cost of an 
“undermined constitution, enfecbled energies, and morbid 
feelings ?” 


PUNISHMENT. 


The Committee had occasion to examine the limits of a 
teacher’s authority to punish for malconduct, and they submit 
the result of their investigation. 

It is familiar learnmg, that the constitution of this Com- 
monwealth enjoins the Legislature to encourage literature 
and to cherish seminaries of learning, and that the General 
Statutes make it the duty “of all preceptors and teachers of 
academies, and of all other instructors of youth, to exert 
their best endeavors to impress on the minds of children and 
youth committed to their care and instruction, the princi- 
ples of piety and justice, and a sacred regard to truth; love 
of their country, humanity, and universal benevolence; so- 
briety, industry and frugality ; chastity, moderation and tein- 
perance; and those other virtues which are the ornament of 
human society and the basis upon which a republican con- 
stitution is founded; and it shall be the duty of such instruc- 
tors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and capaci- 
ties will admit, into a clear understanding of the tendency 
of the above-mentioned virtues, to preserve and perfect a re- 
publican constitution and secure the blessings of liberty, as 
well as to promote their future happiness, and also to point 
out to them the evil tendency of the opposite ideas.” (Gen- 
eral Statutes, Chapter 50, Section 10.) 

Successfully to accomplish any of the great objects so 
eloquently stated, or to teach the branches of education 
specified by law, there must be order in the school-rcom as 
its “first law;’ order implies discipline, and how can the 
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latter be maintained if there be not authority to enforce it 2 
Authority to teach a school necessarily includes a right to 
use all the means requisite, and not prohibited, to the attain- 
ment of the end proposed; if corporeal punishment be neces- 
sary, then it may be resorted to, if the exigency demand its. 
infliction. It is, however, a harbarous remedy, and should be 
avoided if possible; milder methods are found to be generally 
more efficacious; hence it has become an axiom that “the 
true proportion of discipline in a school: is, the maximum of 
watchfulness, with the mdncimum of punishment.” 

Should the offence be grave, or the pupil obstinately in- 
subordinate, resort may be had, with the concurrence of the 
School Committee, to the serious alternative of expulsion. 
But if the offender was not in school at the time of the im- 
puted malconduct, as for example, if a boy maliciously abuse 
another while going to, or returning from school, can the 
teacher take cognizance of the impropriety and administer 
punishment for its perpetration? Such was the nature of a 
case brought to the notice of the Committee. The Chairman 
advised the teacher, and the father of the boy who was ag- 
grieved, that she could not punish the wrong-doer; that a. 
teacher would have to be ubiquitous in order to watch over 
the scholars along the various roads diverging from the 
school-house; that such breaches of civil deportment should 
be checked by parental interference, or if the case were ag- 
gravated, by criminal complaint. 

The Committee do not concede that teachers and school 
committees have no right to notice the conduct of pupils 
outside the school; they are sustained in that opinion by the 
decision of the Supreme Judicial Court in the case of Sher- 
man v. The Inhabitants of Charlestown, 3 Cushing, 160, from 
which they propose to introduce a few significant extracts : 


‘‘On general principles,” (said Chief Justice Shaw, in delivering the 
opinion of the Court,) “it would seem strange if, in the establishment of 
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such a great institution as that of the public schools, in the benefits of 
which the whole community has so deep and vital interest, there were 
no power vested anywhere, sufficient to protect the schools thus established 
from the noxious influence of any one, whose presence and influence would 
be injurious to the whole, and subversive of. the purposes manifestly 


_contemplated by their estalishment. But the Court are of opinion, that 


the schools have not been left by the law without reasonable protection in 


this respect; and that a power is vested in the general school committee, 
_or the master, with their approbation and direction, to exclude a pupil, 


| 
: 
: 
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_ although within the prescribed age of seven and sixteen, for good and suf- 
ficient cause; and that the notorious immoral propensities, practices and 


habits of any one, claiming admission as a pupil, if proved to the satis- 
faction of the committee, do establish a good and sufficient cause for such 


exclusion. ‘The power is rather to be drawn from the general provisions 


of the law on this subject, and their application to the subject matter, 
than from any specific enactment.” * * * ™% « Butitis argued that 


though good discipline may be maintained within the school, yet the mas- 
ter and the committee have no right to look beyond the walls of the 


school, to take notice of the conduct of its pupils. We cannot perceive 
the force of this distinction, pressed to the extent to which the ar- 


-gument attempts to carry it. Truancy isa fault, committed wholly be- 


yond the precincts of the school; yet no example is more contaminating, 
no malconduct more subversive of discipline. May not an incorrigible 
truant be expelled, not asa punishment merely, but as a protection to 
others from injurious example and influence. Children of both sexes, and 
of various ages, capacities and susceptibilities, must be thrown together 
on their way to and from school, at their amusements out of school-hours, 
under such circumstances as to create a powerful influence on each other. 

The power, in the last resort, we think is vested in the school com- 
mittee.” “ * % After quoting the passage which your Committee 
have introduced from the General Statutes, ‘‘setting forth certain moral 
sentiments and obligations,” the Chief Justice proceeds: ‘* What then, it 
may be asked, is the legal efficacy of such enumeration of moral duties 
amongst legal enactments? We think it is obvious and manifest; it may 
supply a means of interpretation of provisions, which are doubtful or 
equivocal, or give significancy, force and meaning to enactments, which, 
from the necessity of the case, are concise and general. Under the light 
afforded by these means of exposition, we think the whole tone and tenor 
of the laws demonstrative, that it was the intention of the Legislature to 
make the public schools a system of moral training, as well as seminaries 
of learning. If such is the manifest intention and purpose of the schools, 


then it is as necessary, in the unreserved intercourse of pupils of the same 
school, as well as within its precincts, to preserve the pure-minded, in- 
genuous and unsuspecting children of both sexes, from the contaminating 
influence of those of depraved sentiments and vicious propensities and 
habits, as from those infected with contagious disease.” 


This decision does not unequivocally cover the whole field 
of inquiry; it confirms the right of exclusion and of expul- 
sion; but the shadowy limit within which a teacher’s right 
to punish is circumscribed is not sharply defined and made 
clear, in regard to minor but censurable deviations from the 
paths of good conduct. The Committee therefore take this 
position, that for violation of the dictates of propriety within 
ear-shot of the school-house, but exterior to the boundaries 
of the school-house territory, the teacher should decline to 
punish within'the school, but refer the matter to the School 
Committee, after reporting the offence to his or her parents. 
The Committee are aware that this view does not harmonize 
With an opinion expressed by a highly respected committee, 
and quoted in the last report of the Secretary of the Board 
of Education. Until over-ruled by competent attthority, the 
opinion of your Committee cannot be relinquished by them, 
inasmuch as it is a protection both to teachers and scholars. 

Lhe Committee have adverted to the necessity of parental 
interference; this should not generally extend to an inter- 
ference with the discretion and authority of a teacher within 
the walls of a school-house and its territorial limits. It is 
the disposition of parents, and not unnatural, to listen with 
confidence to the complaints of children against teachers, 
overlooking the fact that the latter are chosen by the con- 
current action of the local prudential, and superintending 
School Committee, after satisfactory evidence that they are 
of “competent ability and good morals.” They are under 
the strongest incentives to do that which is precisely right. 
The fair presumption is that they will not wilfully, or even 
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incautiously overstep the line of strict propriety. On the 
other hand, it should be remembered that scholars have their 
obstinate hours; perhaps the result of overtasked attention ; 
and that in such a state of mental and bodily disquietude, 
they are prone to take offence, and to transmute an emphatic 
tone of the teacher into positive aggression. Besides that, 
it is a lamentable but conceded truth, (to use the language 
of the ingenious and accomplished Herbert Spencer,) that 
“during early years every civilized man passes through that 
phase of character exhibited by the barbarous race from 
which he is descended. As the child’s features, flat nose, 
forward-opening nostrils, large lips, wide-apart eyes, absent 
frontal sinus, &c., resemble for a time those of a savage, so, 
too, do his instincts. Hence the tendencies to cruelty, to 
thieving, to lying, so general among children —tendencies 
which, even without the aid of discipline, will become more 
or less modified just as the features do. The popular idea 
that children are ‘innocent, while it may be true in so: far 
as it refers to evil /now/ledge, is totally fatse in so far as it 
refers to evil wnpulses, as half an houv’s observation in the 
nursery will prove to any one. Boys when left to themselves, 
as at a public school, treat each other far more brutally than 
men do; and were they left to themselves at an earlier age, 
their brutality would be still more conspicuous.” 

Kyven Richter, with his, exuberant fondness for children, 
admits they have an imperfect sense of truth; but he benev- 
olently ascribes it to “the pleasure they find in exercising 
their new art of speech, and so they often talk nonsense, only 
for the sake of hearing their acquisitions in language.” *** 
Their talking is thinking aloud; “they seem to lie when they 
are merely talking to themselves.” Grant it to be so with 
young children, and even then it will be wise to temper pa- 
rental affection with incredulity when the reputation of a 
teacher is touched by juvenile tattle, and to ayoid censure

antecedent to investigation. By so doing ,parents will contri- 
bute to a wise discipline, without which schools will be worth- 
less, the grand system of popular education be undermined, 
and simultaneously with the decline of the harmonizing in- 
fluence of learning, the “virtues upon which a Republican 
Constitution is founded” will begin to pale and perish. 


‘No State stands sure, but on the ground of right, 
Of virtue, knowledge ; judgment to preserve, 
And all the pow’rs of learning requisite ; 

Though other shifts a present turn may serve, 
Yet in the trial they will weigh too light.”

The summer term passed off quietly and with a great 
degree of improvement by the scholars. Their deportment 
was registered as above mediocrity, and their attendance 
was quite regular and punctual. Miss Allen did not desire 
to take charge of the school during the winter, and Miss 
Gould, a well-known, efficient and thorough teacher, was 
appointed. Many of the scholars were of an age to give 
tone and character to the school, or to disturb and embarrass 
its administration, as the fit might be on them. Less from 
depravity than from a thoughtless proclivity to mischief, their 


example was noxious and their conduct censurable. It 
became necessary to expel three of the most contumacious 
and perverse. In the opinion of the Committee, expulsion 
is an ignominious punishment which a right-minded youth 
should avoid, as he would any other reproach or stigma. If, 
according to the Book of Revelations, the removal of a can- 
dlestick was a great judgment, the removal of a child from 
the attractive precincts of a school, is a judgment which 
parents must deprecate as a stain upon the character of their 
wayward offspring. In view of the difficulties which Miss 
Gould encountered, it is a marvel that she accomplished so 
much and so well, for the Committee were agreeably surprised 
at the proficiency exhibited by the remaining scholars, at 
the closing examination. 


THE WINSLOW SCHOOL. 


It is a notable fact, indicative of the steadfastness of 
the New England mind, that the onerous demands on the 
resources of our loyal people, in the shape of National, State, 
County and Municipal taxes, or for the beneficent purpose 
of assisting the soldiers of the Union and their families, 
have not abated or reduced the usual appropriations for the 
benefit of the public schools. This town has most liberally 
augmented its grants for educational purposes, and it is but 
a type of many other municipalities. 

The old Grammar School House, which time and neg- 
lect had rendered unfit for occupation, was abandoned on the 
purchase of the Baptist Meeting House, at the moderate 
price of five hundred dollars. To adapt it to its new desti- 
nation and to properly equip it, the sum of five hundred 
dollars was voted, and an additional amount of one hundred 
dollars appropriated for its support. These sums, together 
with one hundred dollars granted to each of the seven dis- 


iricts, indicate an enlightened liberality extremely creditable 
to the discriminating munificence of this little town. 

On the 28th of November last, the new school house, 
hereafter to be known as “The Winslow School,” in honor 
of Madam Winslow (xée Tyng), its liberal founder and ben- 
efactress, was dedicated with appropriate ceremonies. The 
large company which then assembled testified to the general 
interest which had been awakened in regard to this particu: 
lar seminary. The term commenced with forty-four scholars, 
twenty-six of them being over fifteen years of age, under the 
charge of Mr. James Powell, a member of Dartmouth College, 
and the approved teacher of last year. The final examina 
tion, after a course of three months’ instruction, was in every 
particular most praise-worthy ; it stamped the school as a 
marked success and auspicated its future prosperity; let but 
moderate means be supplied in addition to the income de- 
rived from the donation of Madam Winslow, and it might be 
kept open throughout the year ;—a consummation devoutly 
to be wished by all friends of liberal culture. 

The early dramatic poet Marlowe makes the learned 
Faustus say to the spirits who had inveigled him— 

“J ll have thee fill the public schools with skill.” 


It is with great cheerfulness your Committee testify, 
that the Selectmen, (with whom is vested the appointment 
of the teacher of this school,) have “filled” it for the two 
years last past, with a “skill” which would have even ex- 
torted praise from old Faustus. 

Having thus completed the required detailed statements, 
the Committee proceed to offer a very few suggestions, the 
result of their observation during the year. 


DIVERSITY OF BOOKS. 


The effect of using the great variety of books to be 
found in the schools, by awkwardly multiplying the number

of classes—many of them of a single scholar—is most un- 
favorable to their best interests. It is true the Committee 
have authority to cure the evil; but at the present time it 
is not considered prudent to attempt a radical change. They 
advise that if a parent is to obtain a book for school use, ap- 
plication should be made to the teacher for advice and 
direction as to its purchase. 


MULTIPLICITY OF STUDIES. 


In some of the schools the branches taught are too nu- 
merous. Some of the scholars are possessed by an ambition 
to learn a little of everything; the impulse is laudable, but 
needs restraint and guidance. Victor Hugo, in “ Les 
Miserables,’ playfully informs us that the schoolmasters of a 
certain locality in France could be recognized by the pens 
they carried in their hat-bands. “Those who only teach 
writing,” said he, “have but one pen; those who teach 
reading and arithmetic, have two; those who teach reading, 
arithmetic and Latin, haye three.” If some teachers were 
decorated by a pen for each particular subject taught, their 
hats on their “foams” would have the defiant aspect of the 
fretful porcupine, so numerous would be the out-sticking 
pens, inserted and arranged in deference to wishes not their 
own. 


TARDINESS, 


The Registers show that this is a fault, a venial one, 
perhaps, of daily and extensive occurrence. The irregularity 
of time-pieces, distance, weather, condition of the roads, and 
other like causes, may be an adequate excuse in most cases 
It is probable, however, that the subject is not sufficiently 
considered, in all its bearings. Teachers should by exam- 
ple and precept insist that their scholars be promptly up to

time. The habit of being punctual in youth will be found 
to be of immense importance in mature life. Tardiness 
should not be overlooked; for punctuality is politeness ; 
punctuality is prosperity. 


VENTILATION. 


Our district school houses were erected before much 
regard was had to the subject of ventilation on scientific 
principles ; but they are provided with windows and doors, 
and these should be thrown open at proper intervals to ad- 
mit the pure air of heaven. Wet garments, debilitating, 
salamander stoves, cloud-compelling chalk, comminuted on 
the black-boards in apartments guiltless of chimneys, and 
occupied for hours by a score of persons, combine to engen- 
der an atmosphere which enervates the body and obfuscates 
the mind. Windows and doors should be opened at recess 
and at other convenient moments at all seasons of the year. 


WAGES OF TEACHERS. 


The pay of teachers varies in the different districts, 
according to the number of scholars; possibly, the Prudential 
Committee is a man of prudence, and makes a good bargain 
for his district. It must be conceded, however, that the 
compensation to female teachers, at the present time, 1S in- 
adequate as well as unequal. Especially is it unequal when 
compared with the wages of a male teacher in a district 
school. There is no solid reason for this discrimination. A 
district school is best managed by a female; the younger 
children cling to and confide in her as they will not to one of 
the sterner sex. Let the latter seek more stirring and 
sturdy callings, and not compete for the possession of 
Woman’s more appropriate sphere of duty. 


READING. 


This most valuable accomplishment seemed to be of in- 
ferior importance, not in the estimate of teachers, but in the 
opinion of the scholars. It often appeared as if they were 
undertaking a disagreeable task, and the quicker ib was 
slurred over the better. It isa grand mistake to subordinate 
it to any other branch of education. To read well, one must 
read with the understanding. It is not a mere labial art 
which can be acquired without mental effort ;—on the con- 
trary it requires a knowledge of the meaning of words, and 
a refined taste in order to give them a significant rendering. 
Correct reading is a form of eloquence; in all time, elocution 
or oratory has been a favorite study with men of the highest 
order of intellect. 

In arithmetic and in geography almost all the children 
appeared to advantage; so, too, in spelling. In grammar 
they were less thorough; but the most obvious deficiency 
was inreading. To this matter the Committee intend to 
especially invite the attention of the teachers for the ensuing 
year. On the whole, the Committee congratulate the town 
on the general excellence of its schools.

In this District there is the best constructed and ap- 
pointed school house in the Town; yet, for the past year it’ 
has been closed ; 


“Tts echoes and its empty tread, 
Would sound like voices from the dead,” 


to him who should pass its silent portals. Yet the fact is 
not owing to local indifference to the cause of popular edu- 
cation, but to the remarkable circumstance that there were 
but four children who were applicants for admission, and 
two of these lived near the extremest verge of the District. 
It was therefore wisely determined to appropriate a portion 
of the school money of the District in aid of the “Winslow 
School,” and to arrange for the instruction of these four 
children without resorting to the use of the school house. 
This was accomplished by obtaining the consent of Miss

It is with great pleasure the Committee report that 
this school, heretofore somewhat insubordinate and willful, 
has not afforded: cause for complaint from the vicinage, 
from the Teacher, or from the pupils. This happy result is 
attributable to the tact and quiet firmness of Miss Kidder, 
and to a just, reviving sense of obligation on the part of 
those under her control. To these considerations must be 
added the silent but efficient influence of the frequent pres- 
ence of parents and friends, as visitors and supervisors— 
for to these dozen scholars no less than fifty-three visits 
were made by those who were directly interested in 
their welfare. The final examination was minute and 
satisfactory. 


THE WINSLOW SCHOOL. 


The Autumn Term commenced on the fourth of last Sep- 
tember, with Mr. Thomas Lecky, a member of Dartmouth 
College, as Teacher, and ended on the twenty-fourth of the 
following November. Wages per month, $30, with board. 

The Winter Term began on the seventeenth of last Jan- 
uary,under the charge of Mr. Walter Hoxie, of the Scientific 
School of Harvard University, who was engaged for three 
months. As the Term will not end until after the first 
Monday of April next, on which day the Committee must 
submit their Annual Report to the Town, the final condition 
of the school can only be conjectured, 


One thing is indisputable: that a Teacher, to be suc- 
cessful, must not.only possess “ literary qualifications,” but 
“qualifications for teaching,” which include, among other 
requirements, skill in imparting knowledge, and undoubted 
capacity to govern. But that capacity will be of no practi- 
cal benefit, if an excessive spirit of independence among 
the scholars fail of home rebuke. Without that domestic 
support, the arm of the Master will wither like Jeroboam’s, 
and the school be pronounced a failure.

‘The general condition of the schools is but very 
little changed from that of previous years. ‘They have 
been steadily progressing in the tasks assigned them, 
and in most cases a very satisfactory result has been 
obtained. It is gratifying to observe that the discipline 
in some of the schools has been a decided improve- 
ment over that of last year. 

On account of the small number of pupils, the 
school in District No. 5 was discontinued both terms, 
and the scholars carried to the Centre School. For the 
same reason the school in District No. 4 was discon- 
tinued the fall term, and the pupils also conveyed to 
the Centre School. We would recommend that the 
arrangement be continued until there are scholars 
enough ‘in these districts to make a school profitable. 

The attendance during the spring term was very 
irregular, on account of the prevalence of the measles, 
making the average attendance in all of the schools 
much lower than it would otherwise have been, it being 
90.5 per cent. this year, that of last year being 93.5, 


making a difference of three per cent. lower this year 
than last. ) 

There is one suggestion we would like to make to 
our successors — that is, to make as few changes in 
teachers as possible; for it seems to us that one of the 
greatest evils connected with our present school sys- 
tem is that of changing teachers so often. Ifa teacher 
could be retained in the same school for several suc- 
cessive terms, far better results could be obtained, and 
the pupils advanced much faster than they are now 
doing under the present system of changing teachers 
every or nearly every term. 

In changing teachers it would be better to secure 
those who have attended a Normal School than those 
who have not, for by so doing we secure teachers that 
are all trained by the same methods, and consequently 
each teacher is better fitted to take up the work wie | 
her predecessor left it. 

We doubt if there is a person in the town who does 
not feel some interest in the Public Schools, especially 
those who have children to send. Yet how many make 
a practice of visiting the school-room, and knowing for 
themselves what is being done there? Let us take, for 
example, one of our schools that had twenty-four schol- 
ars the spring term. The whole number of parents 
_ visiting the school during the term, exclusive of exam- 
ination, was only ¢wo! In the same school, the fall 
term, there were forty scholars, and the whole number 
of parents visiting the school, excepting examination, 
was only four! Parents, we urge you to visit thé 
school-room often, acquaint yourselves with the daily 


routine of the school; your children need your encour- 
agement; the teacher needs your co-operation, and the 
cause requires that you should never let the educa- 
tional interests of the town languish for want of sup-

At the last annual meeting the voters of this Town 
neglected, to appropriate any funds with which to re- 
bind, improve or replenish any portion of the numerous 
volumes contained in your Library, and it is through 
the constant care and watchfulness of our Librarian, 
that some of the more popular works have been kept 
in a readable condition, your Directors not thinking it 
proper to appropriate money donated by individuals 
for the purchase of books, for re-binding or repairing 
books, or for lighting, furnishing or warming the li- 
brary room. 

During the year, Jonathan Bowers, Esq., very gen- 
erously offered the free use of Willow Dale for the 
purpos2 of having a Library Picnic, which at the ap 
pointed time was enjoyed by a large number of our cit- 
izens, and also furnished our treasury with a few dol- 
lars, which have been. expended for books. 

At the close of the year your Library contained up- 
wards of two thousand volumes, most of which were

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


Pounp.—In accordance with a vote of the town at its last annual 
meeting, we sold the old Pound, realizing the sum of $16.00, and a 
new one has been built at the Town Farm at a cost of $12.00. 

Town Lines.—In November, 1881, we met the Selectmen of Gro- 
ton and perambulated the line between the two towns, and found the 
bounds in their places and in proper condition. In December, 1881, 
the line between this town and the city of Lowell was perambulated 
for the first time since the annexation of the northern part of Dra- 
cut. ‘The -bounds are all in their proper places, and have. been re- 
lettered. 

Guipe Boarps.—Several new boards have been posted where old 
ones were worse for wear, and we think every place required by the 
town has a suitable one. 

Trust Funps.—$6,667.50 of the Lawrence Fund for the Poor re- 
mains invested in the City of Boston 5’s, 1905. The income ($300) 
has been paid to the Superintendent of the Alms-house. The bal- 
ance of the Fund ($332.50) is in the City Institution for Savings at 
Lowell. The Lawrence Poor Fund of $1000 is invested in the But- 
terfield wood-lot (so called). In accordance with the will of the late 
Daniel Lawrence, flowers have been planted at the base of the Law- 
rence monument. and all trees and bushes have been removed from 
the cemetery.

The Poor Farm for the past three years*has been in charge of 
Charles E. Buckham, who has managed to the satisfaction of the 


Overseers, and his services have been engaged for another year. 


Never for a long time has the Farm been so well equipped for busi- 
ness as at present. One horse, one two-horse wagon, and a double 
harness, and various small tools have been added to the stock the 
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past year. The Farm, we think, is increasing in productiveness, 
raising more hay and keeping more stock than formerly. Since our 
last report, two of the inmates have died, and two have been dis- 
charged—leaving now six.

For information in detail relative to the different 
schools, I refer you to the table of statistics, to which 
I invite your careful consideration. 
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During the year all the schools of the town have 
been kept, in the aggregate, fifty-two and four-tenths 
(52.4) months, against forty-six and one-tenth (46.1) 
months last year, an increase of a little more than 
eleven per cent. 

There have been three hundred and seventy-three 
(373) cases of tardiness, and an average attendance of 
ninety and one-half (90.5) per cent. It is interesting 
to note the fact that, in a majority of cases, the tardy: 
marks, as well as the marks of absence, stand opposite 
the names of the same individuals, term after term, and 
are not by any means confined to those who live the 
greatest distance from the school. It is a habit (for in 
most cases it is nothing more than a habit) that might 
be overcome to a very great extent. 

Habitual truancy, of which there is no cause of 
complaint, can be regulated by the enforcement of 
laws already in existence, but cases of excused tardi- 
ness and absence seem to be entirely beyond the 
control of either teachers, school committee or school 
officers. Its remedy then lies entirely with parents or 
guardians. Trusting that in the future it will receive 
the attention its importance demands, I present a few 
of the hurtful influences connected therewith. As 
far as its influence on school work is concerned, it 
is difficult to decide whether the frequent ab- 
sentee or the constant attendant is the greater loser, as 
the latter is kept back or interrupted in his studies by 
the irregular habits of the former. The one suffers by 
his own acts; the other by the acts of some one else. 
It has, too, a pernicious influence, imperceptible though 
it may be, upon the whole school. The greatest loss 
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of all, however, comes to the frequent absentee him- 
self, for he is forming a habit that will be an important 
factor in determining whether his life will be a success 
or failure. Constancy and promptness are always im- 
portant elements of success. 

As previously stated, the average attendance has 
been ninety and one-half per cent. Nearly a tenth 
part of the money expended during the year has been 
wholly lost from non-attendanee alone. Much of it has 
been unavoidable. A large part of it was preventable. 
It can and ought to be remedied in the future. 

The total expenditures have been $13.64 in excess 
of the receipts. There are about $92.00 due from the 
town of Westford, for tuition, which properly belongs 
to the school fund. It will at least pay the expense 
of supervision and make good the amount overdrawn. 

The total sum expended for school books and sup- 
plies has been $176.54, a cost of about $1.50 for each 
pupil. It is probable that an equal amount will be re> 
quired for the same purpose the ensuing year. Care- 
lessness in the use of books has been noticed in several 
cases, though it has been confined principally to the 
smaller pupils. The free-book system has had a fair 
trial, and the public can form opinions, based upon an 
experience of nearly two years. Its opponents, if any 
it has, will probably be found either among those with- 
out children, or to whom the expense of school books 
would not be a burden. Like all other systems of a 
beneficent nature, it is liable to abuse. 

Written examinations have been continued during 
the year with beneficial results. The most defective 
papers contain much of interest, while some of the 
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best are models of neatness and accuracy. Much 
credit is due the teachers for their hearty co-operation, 
which has contributed so much to make these examin- 
ations a success. ;

The schools have, as a rule, shown steady improve- 
ment during the year. While the average attendance

has been but a fraction over ninety (90) per cent., it is an 
interesting fact, that about twenty (20) per cent. of the 
absent marks stand against the names of six non-resident 
pupils. One hundred and ninety-two (192) tardy marks 
appear on the registers —a decrease of over forty-eight 
(48) per cent. from the previous year. 

There has occurred one case of suspension and ex- 
pulsion. 

We were favored on June 16th with a visit from a 
representative of the State Board of Education, and on 
Oct. 15th with a teachers’ convention, participated in. 
by the towns of Chelmsford, Westford, and Dunstable. 

A much larger amount has been required for books 
and supplies than for the last year, but with the quantity 
now on hand, it is probable that the amount needed for 
the coming year will be materially less.

NINTH ANNUAL ‘REPORT 


OF THE 


Directors of the Tyngsborough Public Library. 


Lo the Crtizens of Tyngsborough: 


Your Library continues to be well patronized, 
especially by the children who are deprived of the use of 
their school books during the long vacations, by, reason 
of the recent law compelling school books to be kept in 
the custody of the town while school is not keeping. 
The above law seems to have created a new demand for 
public libraries throughout the Commonwealth. 

It is a fact patent to you all, that the room which was 
barely sufficient to hold the one thousand one hundred 
and sixty-seven volumes which we had nine years ago, is 
not sufficient to hold your present library of two thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-six volumes, besides several 
valuable relics in the shape of maps, ancient plans and 
portraits, which have to be stowed away out of sight, in- 
stead of ornamenting the walls of a capacious library 
room; also a valuable oil painting of the late Calvin 
Thomas, M. D., which, at the present time, is being very 
kindly cared for by Dr. Dutton, because there is no ap- 
propriate place in the library room to exhibit the same. 
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The free use of Willow Dale was offered for the bene- 
fit of the library, and our annual picnic was held at that 
place. 

There is a book kept at the library, in which our town’s 
people can record the title, author, and publisher of any 
work they may wish to read, but for various reasons the 
books therein recorded are not all bought, sometimes 
from a lack of money; again, books have been suggested 
that were not published in this country, or were out of 
print, and, in a few instances, books that were ordered 
have been returned because they were not suitable for a 
_ public library. Persons suggesting books that are bought 
as above described, are allowed the first reading of the 
same; but, if an individual suggests a large number of 
books, the Directors have ordered that the first reading 
of not more than two shall be reserved for the person 
suggesting, for it would be unfair to hold books for ten 
or twelve weeks in order that they might have the first 
reading of the whole list. 

For further particulars in relation to the library, we 
refer you to the librarian’s report, which is hereto an- 
nexed.

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From the above it will be observed that there will be no 
pupils to enter the Lowell High School next year, and that the 
number of pupils in our schools next year will be somewhat 
larger than it has been the past year, since no pupils will leave 
our schools, and a class of beginners will enter in the fall. 
The seating capacity of the High school room as well as the 
number of classes already under the charge of Miss Bolster 
will prevent any transfer of pupils from the grammar room to 
this room the coming year. Provided the class of beginners 
is small, it may be best to make no transfer of pupils from the 
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primary room. However, if the class is large this transfer will 
have to be made, although it will make four classes for the 
teacher of the grammar room, and there will, be more pupils 
than the room can accommodate comfortably. 


READING. 


Previous to this year pupils have been taught 
to read by ‘“’I‘he Sentence and Thought Method.” 
While rapid progress was made with pupils during 
the first and second years by teachers using this 
method, it was found that pupils continugd too 
dependent on the teacher in acquiring new words. 
To obviate this fault the study of phonics has been 
emphasized the past year, phonics being re- 
garded as the basis of word getting. While the 
vocabulary acquired by beginners thus far may not 
be so large as that acquired by beginners in the 
same time when ‘The Sentence and Thought 
Method” was used, yet the knowledge of phonics 
acquired by these pupils and the greater independ- 
ence it will give them in acquiring new words 
from the printed page will more than compensate 
for any apparent loss of the present. To aid this 
work Deane’s ‘‘ Phonetic Reader” was introduced 
at the beginning of the fall term in place of 
Davis’¢- “ Beginners’ Reading Book.’ Also Cyr’s 
readers were introduced in place of the new 
Franklin readers. I insert, herewith, the course of 
study in reading, showing the list of books from 
which the material is selected for the regular and 
supplementary reading of pupils in the different 
grades.

SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


The work in our schools today demands that 
teachers and pupils have access not only to the 


public library but also to a special school library. 


In history our_books are little-more than outlines, 
and in geography states are dismissed with a few 
paragraphs, and important cities with a few lines. 
Productions and industries are simply named and 
the social life of different peoples’ receives only a 
brief consideration. Aside from this incompleteness 
and faulty brevity of many of our text books, the 
topical method of study and recitation in the high- 
er) grades necessitates more books than formerly, if 
the full value of this method is to be gained. ‘The re- 
sults should be independent investigation, independent 
thinking and independent expression, none of which 
can be acquired by too close attention to any one par- 
ticular text book. Neither is it wise to foster the 
growth of the idea on the part of the child that 
the whole of a subject is to be gained from only 
one resource. Again, the successful teacher never 
fails to arouse and strengthen in her pupils a 
desire for more. As soon as pupils have acquired 
the ability to read and interpret the printed page 
the library is a very important means to them for 
gratifying this desire. While the public library 
has its value, still a special! school library has 
this advantage, that the books are always imme- 


diately accessible and are especially adapted, if 


carefully selected, to the work in hand. While a 
nucleus of a library has been formed in the high 
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and grammar schools, I would recommend that the 
number of books in each be increased, and that 
each room be furnished with an inexpensive book 
case. 


TEACHERS. 

However favorable may be the conditions, no 
school can maintain a high standard of work un- 
less a good teacher is at the head of it. Con- 
sequently no influences or personal feelings ought to 
prevent the selection of teachers who are best 
equipped for their work. At the present time our 
teaching force is composed of teachers all of whom 
have received special preparation for their work, 
and with one exception all had had __ seyeral 
years of successful experience before they came to us. 

Moreover, every means should be used to fe- 
tain teachers who have proved themselves efficient, 
and everything which is right should be done to 
prevent sudden changes in our teaching force. 
While we must expect to lose occasionally teachers 
in the middle of a term, I believe our school im- 
terests are of such importance to us as to make 
it just to require from teachers receiving calls from 
other towns, a notice of at least three weeks, be- 
fore they are allowed to conclude their services 
with us. This would give time to secure a more 
desirable teacher to fill a given vacancy than 
could be secured oftentimes, ifthe resignation and 
departure of a teacher occurred almost on the 
same day, and a better opportunity would be given 
also, to make such other adjustments as have to 
be made when a school changes hands. 
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I can see no injustice in making this require- 
ment and in insisting on its fulfilment, provided 
it is made clear at the proper timé\that it is one 
of the conditions under which teachers enter our 
service. 

During the past year we have been fortunate 
in having only one change in our teaching force 
in the Center Schools. At the close of the sum- 
mer term, Miss L. Miriam Beede, who had taught 
the High School for two Sears with unusual suc- 
cess, resigned. Miss Beede was succeeded by Miss 
Gertrude M. Bolster, a graduate of Boston Univer- 
sity and of the Boston Normal School. In school 
No. 3, Miss Mary McGoerty was succeeded by Miss 
Margaret Hearn, a graduate of the Quincy Train- 
ing School. Miss Hearn taught but a few weeks 
and was succeeded by the present teacher, Miss 
Blair, another graduate of the Quincy Training 
School. 


MUSIC. 


At the beginning of the fall term music_was- 


introduced as one of the regular Atudies to be 
taken by pupils in our schools. The work in each 
school has been for the most part in charge of 
the regular teacher. The average time allowed has 
not exceeded twenty minut hy ié cost thus 
far has been for gupplies, the cost of the supplies, 
a chart and twenty-five music readers, amounting 
to $17.67, while the results thus far give ample 
proof of the wisdom of adding music to our school 
curriculum. Still, to give this subject the position 
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it deserves requires the services of a spaciht eacher 

to give unity and diverts to the work.

A growing feeling thatthe principle of individualism or localism 
in school management should not be permitted to express itself in depriv- 
ing the children, wittingly or unwittingly, of good schooling and the 
state of that better citizenship to which good schooling contributes.

ful characteristics, there may be recorded apathetic conditions, 


deficiencies, evils, that need to be remedied. Hence the need 


of keeping the vision clear, the judgment balanced and the 


whole field in view, to the end that however cheering and in- 


‘Spiting an optimistic view may be, it shall not blind one to 


the other and darker side. If our Massachusetts system of 
extreme respect for the individualism of communities yields 


some of the best schools in the world, it yields, also, a few of 


the poorest. No change in the system can help the best schools 
materially, but several changes have already been recommended, 


that, if adopted /would have the efficacy of saving grace for the 


poorest, conspjCuous among which are the extension the 
schools of skilled supervision and the employment of trained 
teachers.

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TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


The experiment which was made last year of opening 
the library for half an hour during the school intermission, 
tor the accommodation of families who could not conveniently 
come for books on Saturday, has been continued this year, 
and it seems likely to become the permanent policy of the 
Trustees for that portion of the year when the schools are in 
session. The increasing work called for by this arrange- 
ment, has made it necessary to increase the librarian’s sal- 
ary. But it has led to an increasing use of the library, 
which it is always desirable to encourage. 

A beginning has been made upon a card catalogue sim- 
ilar to those in use in larger libraries, and which is likely to 
become a necessity in all, as they increase in numbers. A 
suitable case has been procured, and the librarian has made 
some progress in the great work involved in the introduction 
of such a radical change. The Trustees were satisfied that 
it was only a question of time when such a change would be- 
come a necessity, and it was deemed wise ‘‘to take time by 
the forelock ” and make a beginning when it could be done 
with comparative ease. The work will be continued, as 
occasion offers, and the proceeds of invested funds are thus 
far sufficient to meet all necessary expenses for this extra 
work. At some future time the town may be called upon to 


do something in the way of extra printing (certainly no more 
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than would be involved in the continuance of the present 
cumbersome system); but I have no doubt that the increas- 
ing interest in the library, growing out of its increasing use 
among the people, will lead our citizens to render in a cheer- 
ful spirit all the aid that may be needed. 

The detailed report of the librarian, hereto appended, 
gives information as to the new books added during the year, 
and the use which has been made of the library by our peo- 
ple. It is a comfort to feel that its advantages are more and 


more prized as the years roll on.

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SCHOOL CENSUS. 
State Statute—Chapter 496, Section 16, of the Year 1898. 


The School Committee of all towns and cities shall 


annually ascertain and record the names, ages and such 
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other information as may be designated by the State Board 
of Education, of all persons between five and fifteen years 
of age, and of all minors over fourteen years of age who 
cannot read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in 
the English language, residing in their respective towns and 
cities on the first day of September, and such record shall be 
completed on or before the first day of October. The first 
census under the provisions of this section shall be taken in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. Whoever has 
under his control a minor under five years of age, and with- 
holds information in his possession sought by a School Com- 
mittee or its agents, relating to the items required to be 
ascertained by this section, or falsifies in regard to the same, 


shall forfeit and pay a fine of not more than fifty dollars.

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TEACHERS. 


During the past year there have been two changes in 
our teaching force. Miss Holt, who had taught the Center 
grammar school very acceptably for almost five years, re- 
signed during the summer vacation to take a position in 
Somerville. She was succeeded by Miss Johnson, a gradu- 
ate of the Boston Normal school. Miss Blair, after several 
years of successful service at No. 3, resigned at the close of 
the spring term, and was succeeded by Miss Keating, a 
graduate of the Lowell Normal school. 

At the present time all of our teachers are graduates of 
some one of our State Normal schools. During the past five 
years eight teachers have been called from our schools to 
take positions in such places as Worcester, Cambridge, New 
Bedford, Somerville, Lowell and Arlington. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


At the present time every properly qualified child in the 
State has the legal right to attend a high school either in his 
own town or in some other town or in some city. Concern- 
ing the definition of the statutory high school, Secretary Hill 


has written the following : 


The State law recognizes but one kind or grade of high 
school, instead of two, as formerly. This high school, to 
comply with the statute, must conform to the following 
standard :— 

(a) It must be adequately equipped. 

(6) It must be taught by a principal and such assist- 
ants as may be needed, of competent ability and good morals. 


(c) It must give instruction in such statutory subjects 
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as it may be deemed expedient to teach, and in such addi- 
tional subjects as may be required for general culture or for 
admission to normal schools, technical schools and colleges. 

(d) It must maintain one or more courses, at least four 
years in length. 


(e) It must be kept forty weeks exclusive of vacation. 


A town may meet a portion of the foregoing require- 
ments in its own high school, provided it meets the rest in 
outside high schools. 

In view of the above, the policy adopted by the commit- 
tee a few years ago, of making provision for high school in- 
struction after the first year, in the Lowell High school, has 
proved eminently wise. Since 1895 twenty pupils from our 
schools have continued their work in the Lowell High school.

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DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


At the close of the summer term an exhibition of draw- 
ings, representing the work of all the grades during the first 
year under the direction of a special supervisor, was given in 
the different schools. All things considered, the exhibition 
was excellent, and furnished, I am sure, a convincing argu- 
ment to those present of the advisability of placing the work 
in drawing in our schools under the direction of special 
supervision. 

During the past year commendable progress has been 
made in the drawing and also in the music. Your attention 


is called to Miss Fowler’s report printed below : 


DRAWING REPORT. 


For a year and a half drawing has been taught in our 
schools under the supervision of a special teacher, who meets 
all the teachers about once a month and gives them instruc- 
tions about carrying on the work. 

Where a child has had drawing during most of his 
school years, there is not a more useful or important study in 
his whole school programme. If you will think a moment— 


what study has he that so trains his eye to accuracy, and be- 
hind that his mind? 


What study enables him to so well judge the proportion 
of a good geography map, to illustrate a puzzling arithmetic 
example? What study can so well cultivate his good taste 
as to arranging any other written lesson on paper, as to judg- 
ing of, and designing a book cover, a wall paper? As to 
knowing which colors can be used together in anything? 

What study but drawing can place in the hands of each 


child reproductions of the greatest paintings in the world? 
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By studying and writing descriptions of these pictures, the 
child’s instinct of what is noble or beautiful in the picture is 
awakened, he is quick to catch some of the inspiration of the 
picture, whether a madonna or a landscape. 

He has a little art culture all his own, and above all 
else, he has a glimpse of something higher, finer than he 
finds in his surroundings, and this glimpse will outlive his 
other school day memories. . 

The interest in pictures has a most gratifying result, for 
by the suggestion of the teacher, and money raised by the 
children, some pictures of great merit have been bought and 
hung upon the walls. 

In one grammar school room they have two pictures, 
Corot’s Dance of the Nymphs, and Peter Paul Rubens por- 
trait of himself; on other school walls I see Lerolle’s Shep- 
herdess, the Pyramids of Egypt, and Van Dyck’s Baby 
Stuart. Last June, well attended exhibitions of drawing 
were held in each town of our district, and those who were 
there saw the work that was accomplished in all the different 
grades. Some of this work was again seen the following 
September in Boston at the state exhibition, and a little of 
the best of it has been sent to the Paris exposition. 

Not so much time has been devoted to mechanical draw- 
ing as a separate subject, most of the time being spent upon 
freehand sketching, color and decorative design. 

For the work in drawing of a year and a half the result 
is certainly very encouraging and gratifying, and great credit 
is due the teachers and pupils everywhere for their interest 
and hard work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Without music we should be deprived of one of our great- 
est blessings. There is nothing that moves us so deeply, 
nothing that so ennobles our thoughts and carries them to 
the heights. Without it how barren, how lifeless would be 
our accustomed surroundings, our places of amusement and 
recreation, the church, the home, the school. 

In our schools the past year we have spent most of our 
time in teaching the children the way we want them to sing, 
which is softly; and if the children’s singing is soft, it is 
always sweet. 

I hold it of frst importance :— 

To have the children sing just as they would talk to a 
person who was close to them, which would be in a natural, 
conversational tone, making no conscious effort to raise the 
voice. 

I hold it of next importance :— 

To have the children feel the time, the rhythm, the swing 
of a song; so this topic, ¢zme is dwelt upon at length, involv- 
ing its corresponding study of notes, beats in a measure, and 
the children beating their own time. 

Generally speaking, our schools are improving in these 
respects, and with continued improvements can be taken up 
more difficult technicalities. 

At first we cultivate the power to do, for the children will 


only learn to sing by singing.

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EDUCATIONAL INFLUENCES. 


No problem before us today is more worthy of our care- 
ful consideration than the problem of the education of our 
children. In this consideration the fact must never be lost 
sight of that the school is not the only influence at work in 
developing the child and that what the school may be able to 
do for the child is dependent to no small extent upon all the 
other influences to which the child is subjected. The child 
is not simply a cause. He is a result, and not a result 
merely of the influences at work in the school but also of the 
influences affecting him in the home, in the church, in soci- 
ety and in the street. ; 

What are our children doing outside of school? What 
are their sports? What do they eat and when? How many 
hours of the twenty-four are spent in sleepr Have they reg- 
ular tasks to perform apart from their school work? Are 
they overworked or underworked? What books are they 
reading? Who are their associates? What is their attitude 
towards their parents and towards others? What is the atti- 
tude manifested in the home towards the school and the 
teacher in the presence of the child? How much encourage- 
ment is given to the child? How much interest is manifested 
by parents in the child’s school work? 

The answers to these and many other similar questions 
may explain the standing and the conduct of the child in 
school quite as well as the quality of the teaching, the length 
of the lessons, the proportionment of time or some other 
question relating to internal school management. It should 
also be remembered that the child is indivisible. It was never 
intended that he should be divided into three parts, the phys- 
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ical to be administered to by the home, the mental by the 
school and the spiritual by the church, and only when each 
of these great influences shall meet the demands of the child 
as a unit, administering to his three-fold nature while under 
its charge, will there be successful co-operation and a har- 
monious development. Not the school alone but the home 
and the church must take this thought deeply to heart. 


Extract From THE LAst REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 


OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Secretary renews his statement of a year ago, that 
for sixty-three years the secretaries of the Board have shown 
consistency and unity in their conceptions of what the Massa- 
chusetts educational policy ought to be. This concord exists, 
not because of any set purpose on the part of each secretary 
not to break with his predecessors, but because it is a neces- 
sary result of grasping the aims, the needs and the spirit 
of the Massachusetts school idea. If six secretaries in 
succession formulate these aims, diagnose these needs, inter- 
pret this spirit correctly, they cannot fail to agree in the 
larger features of an educational policy. The ideals of this 
policy are substantially the following: 

1. Education is more than an individual, family or school 
' district interest,—it concerns the town and the State. 

2. The schools do not exist to furnish places for the rel- 
atives and friends of the appointing power or for the residents 
of a locality,—they exist for the welfare of the children and 
the community. 

3. The supreme need of any school is that of the thor- 
oughly competent and wise teacher. 
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4. No pains should be spared by the State to train 


teachers for their responsible work. 


5- School buildings should be the highest expression of 


sanitary and educational wisdom, as well as of civic pride. 


6. The avenue of ascent through the schools even to the 
college doors should be open and free to the poorest child. 
Secondary, as well as elementary education should therefore 
be fostered. 

7. The prosperity of the State, materially, politically, 
morally, is vitally related to the prosperity of the schools. 

8. It is the right of children to have their childhood 
reserved for its natural employments,—play, recreation, 
schooling and such lighter forms of work as children can do 
without loss of childhood’s privileges. Thrusting them pre- 
maturely into factory lite or any life akin to that is an abuse 


of children, and an injury to the State not to be tolerated. 


9. Habitual absenteeism or truancy works harm both to 
the child and State, and should be stopped. 


10. The smallest and poorest towns should have good 


schooling, as well as the largest and wealthiest. 
11. The State should insist in its laws on such schooling. 


12. The main dependence of the schools for support 
should be local taxation. 

13. Where local taxation goes as far as it ought, and yet 
fails to provide money enough to insure good schools, the 
State should aid in securing the needed efficiency. 

14. By as much as human minds and souls transcend in 
value the products of human hands, by so much does the 
need of the schools for competent supervision transcend the 


need of the factory. No sane corporation would let its work- 
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shop drift, and no sane community should let its schools drift, 
without a directing and unifying hand. 

The list might be extended. Mann, Sears, Boutwell, 
White and Dickinson havé never wavered in presenting these » 
ideals to the people. There is not one of them which has not 
been realized, in a measure, in the school history of the 
State; not one of them which has not, in a measure, been 
sinned against; and not one of them, therefore, which the 


people can afford to drop from earnest thought. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In the Center Primary school the present school furni- 
ture is ill adapted to the pupils required to use it, and is the 
cause of much discomfort and harm. The cost of replacing 
the same by adjustable desks and chairs would not exceed 
eighty dollars, and the change would meet a long-felt need.
